DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The Election In Ohio. 
Columbus, October 9 h.—The election tc- 
c'ay was for the State offi :ers entire, with the 
exception of Secretary cf State, for members 
of the Legislature, and a vote on three con­ 
stitutional amendments, as follows: The 
regulation and taxation of the liquor traffic, 
prohibition, and for an intermediate count. 
The comparisons ara made with the vote for 
Secretsry of State Newman in 1882. The 
amendment, to carry, will hare to receive a 
majority of all the votes caBt for Governor. 
The weather is fine in all parts of the State, 
and the indications point to the largest vote 
ever polled in the State—consequently the re­ 
turns will be slow in coming in. 
Cincinnati, October 9;h.—In Southern 
Ohio the weather is mild and pleasant, and 
favorable to a full turnout of voters. So far 
as heard from here the poll is the heaviest in 
the Republican wards. As to how the vote 
is going, no one can do more than gness, as 
the ballot is secret and no counting is done 
till after C p. u The women have appeared 
at some of the polling places, asking votes for 
the second amendment. Ministers and promi­ 
nent chnrch members are also attending the 
polls for the same purpose. The Democratic 
tickets are printed with “ against this amend­ 
ment.” The Republican tickets are printed 
with a “ yes’’ and a "no,” so that a person 
desiring to vote for it must erase “ no.” It 
is not likely 
amendment will receive any 
thing near a majority in this county, but it 
will get a much la-ger vote than the prohobi- 
tionists usually poll. Owing to the length of 
the ticket and the amount of scratching the 
reports to-night will be late and incomplete. 
C leveland, October 9th. —A heavy vote is 
being polled. At noc n the Democrats claim 
4,000 in the city. TheflRepublicacs concede 
3,000. The second amendment workers are 
very active. They have headquarters at every 
ward, except the Third, and in most precincts 
ilia ladies industriously peddle both tickets 
impartially, to get votes for prohibition. 
Coffee ana cake are served to whoever is 
thought to be favorable to the cauae. Mrs 
J. Ellen Foster, of Iowa, the reputed author 
of the prohibition enactment in that State, is 
on the ground, going from ward to ward in a 
carriage, directing the temperance forces. 
Mottoes are profusely displayed at the Sec­ 
ond Amendment heidquarters, like "Betty 
and baby vs. boodle and beer;” "Vote for 
the second amendment, and down will go 
saloon and taxes, and np will go home and 
our boys 
" Vote for home and the babies.” 
The ladies wore badges with the State coat- 
of-arms, and the inscription, "Second amend- 
meut, for God and home and native lsDd.” 
A large majority against both the amend- 
menta ia probable here. 
Columbus, O-tober 9;h.—One hundred 
wards and precincts show a net Republican 
gain of 682, in a total vote of 22,032. First 
amendment, 2,880 ; second, 11,369. 
Columbus, October 9ch.—At 8:30 returns 
have been received from ten wards and pre 
cincts of the State, showing a net R publican 
gain of 21. The first amendment gives 194 
vo’es, the second 68 votes, out of a total of 
1,473, b“¡Dg a small majority of the votes 
cast. Reports of Governor aud the two 
amendments only will be sent Secretary 
Newman bad a majority of 19 115 last year, 
and there are 1 819 wards and precincts in 
the State. Returns from twenty-lonr wards 
and precincts show a net Republican gain of 
291. The first amendment gives 325, the sec­ 
ond 1.916, out of 30,892 votes. These are 
nearly all country precincts and small towns. 
Columbus, October 9th.—Returns from the 
State are received at intervals, and each en­ 
couraging bulletin about the second amend­ 
ment vote i j received with vociferous applause 
and waving of handkerchiefs. The ladies’ 
eyes were opened to much of the arts and 
practices of ward politicians to-day, and their 
recitals of experience are highly amusing. 
One good woman was inexpressibly shocked. 
She said: “ It is perfectly wonderful how 
dreadful and untruthful gentlemen are." A b 
far as learned, no indignities were offered the 
ladies at the polls anywhere ; but when the 
novelty of their presence wore off, little at­ 
tention was paid to them by the busy and 
turbulent hustlers of both parties. 
Columbus, October 9th.—Returns from 
257 wards and percincts have been received 
at 12:20 p. M. and give a net Republican gain 
of 1,711. The Republicans claim large gains 
in Cincinnati. 
D atton, October 9 .h—11 P. M.—At this 
hour it is safe to say that the entire Demo­ 
cratic ticket is elected. 
Cincinnati, October 9th.—Seventeen pre­ 
cincts of the 103 in this county give a Re­ 
publican gain of 1,577. This is on Governor. 
No compilation is yet made of the county 
ticket on Legislature. Tne ratio would give 
the county to Hoadiy for Governor by a 
small majority. 
Cleveland, October 9.h.—When the polls 
closed to-night the Republicans gave np 
nearly every ward, and the Democrats 
claimed everything in the city and town­ 
ships ; but as the counting progressed the 
Republicans grew more hop fu>, and the 
Democrats began to be doubtful. 
At 1 
o’clock no ward had been fully counted, and 
it is not likely that the result in the city can 
be ascertained definitely before morning; 
bnt enough is known to show that the 
Democrats lost and gained where leased ex­ 
pected. Probably the Democrats elect most, 
perhaps all, the county candidate», but part 
of the Legislative ticket is in donbt, and the 
Democrats concede a loss in the county of 
1,200. A jubilee meeting was held in the 
Tabernacle to-nigbt by the Women’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union. 
Telegraphic re­ 
turns from the county show that two Repub­ 
lican Representatives are elected, and a Re­ 
publican Senator is probably elected. 
Colbmbus,, October 9;h.—Returns from 
391 wards and precincts show a net Republi­ 
can gain of 1,409. 
C incinnati, October 9‘h.—An enormous 
vote has been polled in this county. Only 
five precincts have been heard from at 10 p. 
M , which give a net Republican gain of 202, 
Both parties claim the county. The Reform 
Democratic vote is small, and probably will 
not exceed 1,500. The Republicans claim 
large gains in the German wards, and say 
that Foraker will overcome Nenmao’s ma­ 
jority of last year, which was 10,689. The 
Democrats are equally hopeful that they have 
carried the entire county and State ticket. 
Information is not yet at hand on which to 
base an intelligent opinion. 
The Election In Iow a. 
D es Moines, October 9th.—The election 
returns sent to the Associated Press to-night 
from here will be compared with the vote on 
Secretary of State in 1882, 
D es M oines, October 9th.—At 8 p. m. 
rain eet in, which may interfere with the 
transmission of returns. Two reports only 
have been received up to this time: Van 
Meter, which gives a Republican majority oi 
100, a Republican gain of 82, and the city of 
Brooklyn, Poweshiek county, which gave 
Sherman 231, Kinne 149, Weaver 20—a Re­ 
publican loss of 230, Stiles, Republican 
candidate for Congress, is fonr votes ahead of 
S hermas. 
D es M oines, October 9th.—The Second 
Ward in Des Moines, in which are four-fifths 
of the saloons in the city, gives Governor 
Sherman 57 majority. 
The Democrats 
claimed it by 200 In the Third Ward the 
Republican majority on the "traight ticket is 
139, a R-pnblicin gain of 127. In the Fourth 
Ward, 273, a Republican net gain of 72. 
D eb M oines, October 9th.—Twenty-one 
precincts show a Republican loss of 355. 
This does not include three wards in Des 
Moines, where Sherman has a majority of 52. 
Cedar R apids, October 9 ;h.—The election 
passed off quietly. The weather was fine. 
Till late this afternoon the women worked 
vigorously at the polls. A large vote wa9 
caet. 
Chicago, October 9‘h.—Ia the pool rooms 
here large amounts were offered at long odds 


that Sherman would carry Iowa, but there 
were d o takers. Bv 1 o’clock this afternoon 
some $4,000 to $5.000 had te°n put up on the 
Ohio election, the o *da being 25 to 20 in favor 
of Foraker. Poo* were not sold on any 
candidate but GováAior. 
M unicipal Election In Newark. 
Newabk (N. J.), October 9th.—In the city 
election to-dav the Democrats elected Joseph 
E. Haines Miyor by 635 majority, over 
Henry Lang (Rep). The Common Council 
stands 15 Demcc.ats to 13 Republicans, a 
Democratic gain of two Aldermen. The 
Aldermen holding over are 11 Democrats to 
4 Rdpnhlicans. The Board of Education 
stands—Democrats 16, Republicans 13, a 
Democratic gain of three. 
City Elerttou at Indianapolis. 
I ndianapolis (Ind.). October 9:h.—The 
municipal election to-day was very close. The 
vote was email, and will require the full re­ 
turns to decide the result. The Republicans 
probably elect the Mayor, Clerk and As­ 
sessor, the Democrats the Treasurer. The 
Council stands 12 Democrats and 12 Repub­ 
licans. 
Prayers for Success. 
A llentown (Pa.), October 9th. — The 
Evangelical Conference this morn ins spent 
half sd hour íb prayer for the success of the 
prohibition tickets in Ohio and Iowa. 
Sharon's " Alleged " YYIfc. 
Chicago. Octobi 9th.—'The Tribune's St. 
Louis special^ays ' Charles A. Davis, an at­ 
torney of this city, is probably the best 
posted man in St. Louis concerning the Hills, 
an old Miseonri family, and more particularly 
concerning Miss Hill, whose recent California 
adventure in connection with en-Senator 
Sharon has created so much talk throughout 
the country. “ The yonng lady,” Baid Mr. 
Davis, " was familiarly known as Allie in 
her girlhood. Her grandfather, Morgan Hill, 
was a prosperous farmer and slaveholder 
more than fifty years ago on Big Prairie, New 
Madrid cennty, in this State. His first wife, 
a Maryland lady, was the mother of Samuel 
Hill, who was the father of Allie. Her 
grandfather was marnea twice, his first wife 
being the.mother of Samuel C. Hill, Allie’s 
father, and one other child named Susan, 
This lady, Morgan Hill’s first spouse, was 
Miss Brown, sister of Dr. Brown, Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor of this State. In his second 
matrimonial ventare Morgan Hill paired 
fortunes with Mrs. Halsby, widow of an in­ 
fluential attorney. By this marriage he se­ 
cured considerable property. Susan Hill, 
Aim's aunt, became the wife of Isaac Hun­ 
ter, who was Judge of the Scott county 
Court. Samuel H. Hill was educated for 
the legal profession at Baltimore, and 
read law under General N. W. Watkirs, 
half brother of Henry Clay, at Jackson, N. 
C. He was wedded to Miss Julia Sloan, 
daughter of Hiram L. Sloan, who was 
originally from North Carolina. Two chil­ 
dren were born to the couple, Allie, who is 
now about 32 years old, and her brother 
Morgan, who is now out in California. Mr. 
Hill made his home at Cape Girardeau, where 
his abilities gained him a lucrative practice 
and his genial disposition surrounded him 
with warm friends. Allie in those days was 
a pretty child. The family was prosperous 
until failing health induced Mr. Hill to seek 
a more congenial climate with relatives of his 
wife in New Orleans, where he died of con­ 
sumption. This was prior to the opening of 
the war. Mrs. Hill having died shortly be­ 
fore that, the two orphans, Allie and Mor­ 
gan, were cared for and sent to school by the 
relatives cf Mrs. Morgan in New Orleans.” 
The inheritance of the children, Mr. Davis 
'hinks. amounted to something like $20,000. 
Later on, when Allie had grown to be a young 
miss, she went to Cape Girardeau, Mo , where 
she made her home among her relatives and 
finished her edacatioD. She made her home 
chiefly with Mrs. SaiinA Black, who kept one 
of the leading hotels of the place, and soon 
became the recognized belle of the city. She 
was of the brunette type, had a clear, peachy 
complexion, and was graceful, modest and 
brilliant in convercation. In 1870 she visited 
St. Louis. While there she made her home 
at Mr. Davis' hones, and it was in the parlor 
of his residence that an engagement was 
broken off between her and a gentleman who 
to-day is known as a wealthy merchant of 
this city. Ou concluding her visit here she 
went to Cape Grartleao, whence she went 
with her brother Morgan to California. 
A Patent B ight Deelslon. 
W ashington, October 9th.—A decision 
was rendered yesterday by the Commissioner 
on Patents of great importance, in the inter­ 
ference case of Sawyer A Mann against 
Thomas A. Edison, which involves the ques­ 
tion of priority in the invention of an in 
candescent condnctor for electric lamps 
formed of carbonized paper. The Commis­ 
sioner awards the patent to Sawyer & Mann, 
and, in so doing, reverses the decision of the 
Board of Examiners in-Chief, made July 28, 
1883, by which priority was awarded to Edi­ 
son, and affirms the decision of Examiners 
of Interference in favor of Sawyer & Mann, 
rendered last June. The interference was 
originally decided in favorof Sawyer & Mann 
January 2, 1882, The case was afterwards 
re-opened for the admission of new evidence. 
Upon a second hearing the Examiner of In­ 
terference again decided against Edison. 
The latter, however, appealed to the Board 
of Examiners-in-Chief, and not only set up 
again the claim of priority, but opposed the 
issuance of a patent to Sawyer St Mann on 
the ground that their conductor was not a 
paper carbon, pure and simple, snch as that 
on 
which he claimed a patent on 
the 28 th of July last. 
The Exam­ 
iners-in-Chief decided both points in favor 
of Edison. Commissioner Marble, however, 
is of the opinion that the conductor of which 
Edison cliims to have been the investor and 
the Sawyer & Mann condnctor are substan­ 
tially the same; that the testimony shows 
where Sawyer k Mann had a conductor in a 
rude form on March 8th, and in a perfected 
form in September or October, 1879. The 
decieion only affects Edison’s right to a 
patent for an incandescent conductor made 
of carbonized paper. He already holds a 
patent for snch conductors made of carbon­ 
ized bamboo, willow, and other Bubstances, 
which, it is said, he uses in nine or ten lamps 
made by him. A decision in his favor would, 
however, have secured to him the entire con­ 
trol of the manufacture cf carbonized con­ 
ductors, as paper is the only substance of 
which such conductors are at present made 
that is not reserved by his patents. The de­ 
cision of the Commissioner is final, so far as 
the Latent Office is concerned, but an appeal 
to the Secretary of the Interior is yet open, 
and should the Secretary affirm the Commis­ 
sioner's decision Edison may file a bill in 
equity, to compel the issuance of a patent to 
him, in any United States Circuit Court, and 
then bring the qneetion before the legal au­ 
thorities. 
Threatened Trouble In M ontana. 
Chicago, October 9th.—A telegram wa* 
received at Department headqnarters yester­ 
day from Colonel Wilkin, commanding at 
Fort Keogh, M. T., stating that Governor 
Crosby has telegraphed from Helena that N. 
S. Black, a prominent citizen of Glendive, 
fears trouble between the Catfish band of 
Sionx and the rtockmen. 
Six hundred 
Indians are reported to be marching toward 
Little Missouri. Governor Crosby asked 
that the military afford such protection aa 
the situation may demand, and that the 
authorities at Fort Buford be communicated 
with for particulars. In reply to Colonel 
Wilkin’s request for instructions. General 
Terry notified him that in the absence of 
definite information, no action would be 
taken, bnt directed the matter to be imme­ 
diately investigated, with the view of prompt 
action,The Color Line In New Y'ork. 
New Y ork, October 9th.—Theresa W. 
King (colored) was refused admission to a 
public school in Brooklyn, and directed to at­ 
tend a colored school. She applied for a 
mandamus to compel Principal Gallagher to 
admit her. Chief Jnstice Neilson, of the 
City Court of Brooklyn, af:er fall argument, 
refused the writ. The General Court affirmed 
that decision, and the Court of Appeals af­ 
firmed the lower Courts. Two points were 
principally argued—one, that the exclusion 
was in viol»Hon of thefourteenth amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, and 
the other, that it was opposed to the Civil 
Rights Act of this State, passed in 1873, De­ 
fendant contended that it was not in viola­ 
tion of either, and that the nsual facilities 
for the education of a child were-nff irded in 
the colored schools, and consequently there 
was no discrimination against her in assign­ 
ing her to sueh colored school. 
The Eire R ecord. 
New Y obe, October 9th.—Several firemen 
were overcome by heat and smoke at the Elen 


flax mills fire last night, but are recovering. 
The loss was $50,000 ; insured. 
M emphis, October 9th.—The total loss by 
the burning of the Greenlaw Opera House 
building and Cole k Co.’a store laBt night, 
was $165,000; total insurance, $67.000, of 
which $48,000 w aa in local, and $19,000 in 
foreign companies. 
The Episcopal C ontention. 
P hiladelphia, October 9th.—The ninety- 
third General Convention of Protestant 
Episcopal Churches of the United States 
reassembled this morning. The Committee 
on New Dioceses presented a memorial from 
the Deputies’ Diocese in North Carolina, 
asking the creation of a new diocese in that 
State. The report was adopted. The Com­ 
mittee on Conventions reported favorably on 
changing the name of the diocese of Illinois 
to Chicago.

A Mile In 4:10. 
Chicago, October 9th.—The great event of 
the day at the Chicago Driving Paik was the 
beating of all previous trotting aud pacing 
records by the young pacer Johnston, driven 
by Peter V. Johnston. The horse got a 
warming up in 2:22;’, and on the second trial 
paced, without break or skip, in exactly 2:10, 
thereby makiDg the faBtest harness record 
ever known,[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
Chicago, October 9»b,—The feat accom­ 
plished by the pacer Johnston in eclipsing all 
records by pacing his mile in 2:10, evoked the 
wildest enthusiasm among the spectators at 
the track, and particularly among the horse 
men present, who held their watches on him. 
The animal made a fine start, and covered 
the first quarter in :32< without a skip, and 
passed the half mile in 1:031. The three- 
quarter pole was reached in 1:16, and his 
driver then, as though knowing how close be 
was upon the best time made by Sleepy Tom, 
the pacer, and Maud S., the trotter, touched 
the young animal with the whip. The effect 
was noticeable te every cloee watcher, and 
while the pacer showed the accelerated and 
straining movement, he maintained remark­ 
able steadiness, and paced under the wire 
with a tremendous swing, but moving as 
evenly as a locomotive. Horse men claimed 
for him 2:09;'. which was the time one of the 
judges credited him, but even figures were 
scored against him to make sure. 
California Pool Com m ission. 
Chicago, October 9th.—The Tribun> says 
it is now generally understood in railroad 
circles here that John C. Gault, who was 
recently appointed Commissioner of the 
California pool, will not accept the position. 
It was stated before that Gault would not 
accept the place if he was required to move 
to San Francisco, as his wife’s health does 
not permit her to reside in that place, and be 
does not care to go there without her. The 
office» of the Central and Union Pacific 
roads, it is understood, insist that the Com­ 
missioner should have bis headquarters in 
San Francisco. Names are already being 
canvassed for another Commissioner. C. C. 
Wheeler, late General Manager of the Santa 
Fe, is being mentioned, and so are also E. P. 
Ripley, General Freightl Agent of the Bur- 
liogtoD, and E. P. Vining, Freight Traffic 
Manager of the LTnion Pacific. It is under­ 
stood, however, that neither Ripley nor 
Wheeler want the p isitian, as they also do 
not care to move to San Francisco. Therefore 
it is quite probable Vining will ultimately 
get the place, although he may encounter 
some opposition from the Northern Pacific. 
Investigation of Our Hogs Ordered by 
Ibe President. 
Washington, October 9th,—The Secretary 
of State, in behalf of the President, has ad­ 
dressed a letter to the Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture, stating that inasmuch as certain 
foreign Governments have charged that hog 
productions of the United States are affected 
with disease and not proper for export pur­ 
poses, the President has decided to appoint a 
Commission to thoroughly investigate the 
curing of pork in this country, and has 
named as members of such Commission Hon. 
Goorge B. Loring, Professor C. F. Chandler, 
E. W. Blatchford, F. D. Curtis and Pro­ 
fessor E. D. Salmon, The President states 
he has no authority to guarantee the expenses 
of the Commission, bnt has no donbt that, in 
view of the magnitude of commercial inter­ 
est» involved, Congress will meet all bills in­ 
curred for this purpose. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture, as Chairman of the Commis. 
eion, is directed to sumrnoo his associates and 
proceed to work without delay. 
A M aniac's Freak. 
Chicago, October 9;h.—At the Central 
Point Church, in a remote part oi Piks coun­ 
ty, Georgia, a maniac named Samuel Mc­ 
Allister, knife in hand, drove the minister 
and congregation out of the edifice. He in­ 
terrupted the preacher several times and 
grew violent, and when the latter began his 
sermoD, he rushed forward to the pulpit, 
flourishing a knife in the air, and the minis­ 
ter, seeing his life in danger, flsw down the 
isle, and W3a followed oat of the church by 
the women and most of the men. A number 
of the women added to the terror of the 
situation by fainting. Six men managed to 
stand their ground and eesayed to capture the 
maniac, but divining their intention be kept 
them at bay with his knife until he gained an 
open window, through which he sprang and 
made his escape.

About two hundred immigrants from 
Kansas, Alissouri and Nebraska arrived Mon­ 
day by overland tralnB. 
An effort is being made to bave a World’s 
Fair in this city in 1887. A preliminary 
meeting was held Monday, and i' is expected 
that another meeting will be held in a few 
days. 
There have been seven wheat cargoes 
cleared duriog the past week, and seven ves­ 
sels added to the engaged fleet, five of which 
were chartered prior to arrival, of which one 
gets 52s 61, one 55s, one 57s 6d, and two 60s. 
At a meeting of ths Lake Tahoe Forestry 
Commission Monday, it was resolved to ask 
the Ceotral Pacific Railroad Company to 
withhold from sale, until after the meeting of 
the Legislature, the sections of railroad land 
on the California shore of the lake. 
The number of through passengers over 
the Central Pacific Railroad aud leased lines 
for the month of September, 1883, was as 
follows: East, 5,462; west, 5.4U7. Total, 
10,869. It ia rare that the movement i» so 
evenly divided. There was a net loss of 55. 
The Bay District Tract Association has Bet 
apart October 29th as "Secretary’s Day,” 
when Mr. Huechmann, Secretary, will take a 
benefit. In the free-for-all, Nellie R„ Allan 
Roy, Abbotsford, Star King and Marion will 
start, and in the 2:28 class Laura M., Frank 
Moscow, Bismarck, Hun, Nellie Burns, Bar­ 
ney B. and Ursin are entered. 
Quarantine Officer McAllister on Saturday 
released from quarantine twenty-five of the 
people who came from Mazatlan on the New- 
bern. On Sunday they were transferred to a 
barge, and before coming ashore they were 
obliged to exchange their old clothes for new 
ones. Before being released the victims of 
quarantine formed in procession and gave 
vent to their joy by marching aronnd the 
barge deck to the music of an accordeon and 
tin whistle. They were landed at the usual 
dock, and qnickly disappeared. 


MINING NOTES. 
The Belmont mine, in Placer county, has 
changed hands to Eastern parties. The price 
paid is $65,000. 
A rich strike ia reported from the Cala­ 
veras side of ths Mokelnmne river. The dis­ 
covery was made by some of the men em­ 
ployed at the Mammoth mine.- 
One day this week a pound of dirt taken 
from the Juniper mine at Hayden Hill, Mo­ 
doc county, was washed out carefully aud 
fonnd to contain $16 75 iu gold. 
There are now about seventy-five tons of 
ore at the Exchequer mill, Monitor, Alpine 
county, ready to be worked, of which the av­ 
erage aesay value is $75 per ton. 
Shutting off the water from the main ditch 
necessitated the shntting down of the Quartz 
Mountain mill, the Little Gem mine, and the 
gravel mines in Table mountain, Tnoluame 
county. 
A pocket mine, from which has been taken 
more than SI,000 within the past few months, 
with a good prospect of taking out moro, ¡g a 
mile and a half south of Georgetown, El Do­ 
rado connty. 
A conple of men lately made an important 
strike in an old mioe ia Cerro Gordo District, 
Inyo county. The ore vein is twelve or four­ 
teen inches wide, and consists of silver lead 
assaying $1,000 to the ton. 
The hydraulic gold mines in the San Ga­ 
briel canyon are again being worked, the re­ 
cent storms iu the mountains having supplied 
them with plenty of water. Many arastras 
are also in operation in that and adjacent 
canyons.

S h a p ik a ’s F r a u d s.—Mr. Shapira’s good 
lnck in obtaining $15,000 from the German 
Government for the inscribed " Moabite ” 
pots, which are now koovn to be clumsy 
modern forgeries, is universally acknowl­ 
edged ; but, says a writer irf the St. James' 
Oa-Me, “ the tirst event in the career in 
which he has obtained so much distinction 
is less generally known. 
This was his 
great discovery of Samson’s coffin. 
A 
few years ago he made his appearance in 
London with this venerable relic of the 
period of the Judges, which he endeav­ 
ored to pirsuade the authorities of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund to purchase. 
The genuineness of the article was vouched 
by the name of ‘ Sampson ’ legibly in­ 
scribed on the wood in arphaic characters. 
Mr. Besant, we believe, consulted Dr. 
Nebauer as to the probable date of the 
inscription, and it was cnly when the Ox­ 
ford saranl pointed out that the Philis­ 
tines had unaccountably misspelled the 
name of the Hebrew hero that Mr. Sha- 
pira and the coffin simultaneously disap­ 
peared. 
If the proper authorities had 
decided on giving for the 1 Moabite ’ 
sheepskins the million sterling said to be 
asked for them, it would have been only 
reasonable to require that the remainder 
of the Shapira museum, including Samp­ 
son’s coffin and the rest of the Moabite 
pots, should be thrown in.”

Frank B. Sherwin, arrested in Chicago, 
pleads not guilty at Albanv, N. Y., to six 
indictments for contempt of C mrt in connec­ 
tion with the caee of defaulting Cashiei 
Phelps, of the State Treasurer’s office.

Her hat is made at a man’s Bhop, 
so íb her trim little j acket, so are her in­ 
numerable waistcoats, so apparently are 
her boots. 
She is essentially tailor-made 
from head to foot. 
When the weather is 
gusty, she covers all over with a tailor- 
made tight-iitting coat, to which a certain 
swagger is imparted by the use of the now 
preposterous and most hideous swaying 
crinolette. 
If manners oft proclaim the 
man. costume certainly advertises 
the 
woman ; so the female masher does not as­ 
sume masculine attire withoutimitating par- 
rot-hketheaffectationof her evident model. 
On the pier and promenade of to-day the 
man is not in it. 
It is the woman who 
laughs loudly, talks at the top of her voice, 
takes the pavement, and elbows the crowd 
to the right and to the left.

EFFECT OF LIOHTR1NO 
ON TREES. 


The Geneva correspondent of the London 
Times writes : The frequency of thunder­ 
storms in Switzerland this summer (we 
have on an average two a week) has afforded 
Professor Colladon, of Geneva—a great 
authority on electricity and meteorology— 
ample opportunity of continuing his obser­ 
vations on the effect of lightning on trees 
and vegetation generally. 
He has ascer­ 
tained that when lightning Btrikes a tree it 
leaveB very few marks of its passage on the 
npper part and middle of the trunk, a pe­ 
culiarity which he ascribes to the fact of 
those parts being more impregnated with 
sugar—a good conductor—than the lower 
part. 
As the electric fluid descends to the 
neighborhood of the heavier branches, 
where there is lesB saccharine matter, it 
tears open the bark and in many instances 
shivers the tree. It is no uncommon thing 
to find the lower part of a tree literally cut 
by the lightning, while the upper portion 
and the higher branches seem to have suf­ 
fered hardly at all. Oaks, however, would 
appear to present an exception to this rule, 
for they are often found with tops quite 
blasted, and the passage of the lightning 
lower down marked with a gouge-like fur­ 
row. 
These furrows sometimes go com­ 
pletely round the tree like a screw, the 
reason of which, says Professor Colladon, 
is that the lightning follows the cells of 
which the bark is composed lengthwise, 
and in certain sorts of wood these cells are 
disposed spirally. 
A curious effect of 
lightning on vinea is that it invariably 
(trikes a great many vine stocks at the 
same time over a space, for the most part 
circular, from eight meters to twenty-five 
meters in diameter, and containing, there­ 
fore, several hundred vines. 
The plants 
most affected are those in the center of the 
circle, and the number of burned and yel­ 
lowed leaves diminish in proportion to 
their distance from that point. 
In July 
two vineyards in this canton were struck 
by lightning, and the first idea of their 
proprietors,on seeing their shrivelled vines, 
was that a still more dreaded foe, phyllox­ 
era. had been at work ; but when the Pro­ 
feasor was called in, he speedily enlight­ 
ened them as to the true cause of the mis­ 
chief, and, in proof of his diagnosis, 
pointed out that the ground in the center 
of the circle was strewn with torn leaves 
and freshly broken twigs.

THE PRACTICE OF WHEAT " PLUQGINQ.” 


" The wheat pluggers are about as plenty 
as the men who always get the best fruit 
on top of the half-bushel, the good eggs on 
top of the box, the best hay on the out­ 
side of the load, and so on. 
You see, we 
spend millions of dollars every year to con­ 
vert the heathen in foreign lands, while 
the heathen at home are cheating their 
neighbors out of their boots. 
The word 
plug has referenco to a way dishonest 
countrymen have of cheating grain ship­ 
pers. 
They load the bottom of a car with 
chaff or bran or low-grade grain, and put 
good grain on top of it, and, as it is sold 
by sample, when it reaches its destination 
and the receiver discovers the cheat, the 
shipper has to make good the loss." 
“ Is there very much of this plugging 
done ?” 
“ It is still very common, but not near 
so much as it used to be. 
There is never 
a man sharp enough to invent a trick but 
there is another one sharp enongh to detect 
it. 
We drop ‘ onto’ their little games. 
And there are dozens, yes, hundreds of 
country shippers now who can’t imagine 
how we inspectors see the bottom of a car 
without unloading it.” 
“ Well, it is somewhat mysterionB ; how 
is it ?” 
“ You see this," said the dealer, unloos­ 
ing a charm from his watoh-chain ; “ this 
is the iDBtrnment we use iu miniature. 
By 
forcing this down through a car of graiu 
and then drawing ont the piston we have a 
vacuum into which, through holes iu the 
side, the grain falls. 
This gives us a sam­ 
ple of the grain in every inch of the car 
to the bottom." 
“ And yet there are still people who will 
pnt bad grain on the bottom?” 
" Yes, but the complaint is growing less. 
You see our orders are when we disoover a 
plugged car to give it the lowest grade on 
our Beale. 
That sickens them. 
Some time 
ago a man sent a car of grain here, with 
orders to Bhip it to St. Lonis if it didn’t 
grade so and so here. 
Upon inspection I 
found, perhaps, two wagon-loada of dam­ 
age wheat spread over the car about a foot 
from the top, so it was sent to St. Louis. 
The inspector passed it. 
A short time af­ 
ter I heard from the shipper. 
He said it 
was loaded just as I said it was, but he 
thought he would run the risk of its pass­ 
ing here or St. Louis.” 
“ W hat are some of the other plans nsed 
to deceive the alert inspector ?” 
“ Well, they will put damaged grain all 
around the edges, for instance, and pat lit­ 
tle layers here and there through tbe car. 
There is a chanoe of distributing a wagon­ 
load of bad wheat through a car so that 
the inspector misses it, and, like the men 
above they run the risk.” 
“ W hat is the best trick, in your opinion, 
you ever discovered ?” 
“ About the cutest thing I have seen, I 
believe, was this : Eastern shippers would 
fill sacks with bad wheat and distribute 
them about a car, standing them on the 
mouth of the sack and fill np the car. 
When they got the sacks covered they 
would then pull them out, leaving the bad 
wheat standing in a column just the size of 
the sacks, you know, and the inspector 
might probe all day with his gauge with­ 
out touching one of those pillars.” 
" Do you hope to break up the practice 
in time ?” 
“ We can hardly hope to do that alto­ 
gether, but we can keep the evil at its 
minimum, which is about what we are do­ 
ing now.”—[Kansas City Journal.

The twentieth annual art exhibition at 
Pau will open on December 15, 1SS3, and 
last until February 15, 1884. 
The Boston Museum exhibits a score of 
oil sketches of the Franciscan m;SBione and 
ruiDS of missions on the Pacific coast. 
The Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine 
Arts will hold its fifty-tifth annual exhibi­ 
tion from October 29th to December 8th. 
Some very fine old Gothic pictures have 
been discovered hidden away under double 
folds of linen cloths in an old wooden 
church in Moravia. 
The Detroit Art Loan Exhibition opened 
recently, with every prospect of Bncoess. 
There are some 950 oil paintings and 250 
water-colors hung. 
The prize (lOOOf. I ef the Triennial 
Sculpture Competition of the Royal Acad­ 
emy at BruBBela was awarded to Henri 
Heusers, a pupil of Fraikin. 
The Gro8venor Gallery, of London, has 
agreed to exhibit a collection from the So­ 
ciety of American Artists of New York 
during the months of September and Oc­ 
tober, 1884. 
Bertha Von Hillern and Maria J. C. 
Beckett have returned to their Strasburg 
studio from their first excursion of the sea­ 
son in the forests and mountains west of 
Haiper’s Ferry. 
The Athemrum says : “ Mr. Shapira still 
clings to the belief that his fragments are 
genuine, and he declares that if they are 
spurious he has been the viotim of a trick 
played upon him by his old enemy, M.

“ Deademona,” by Caband ; 
“ Child at a Shrine," by Meyer von Bre­ 
mer, and a “ Flower Girl,” by Penault. 
No explanation of the manner in which 
they were stolen can be given, and the loss 
will probably have to fall on the framers 
mentioned 
above. 
No 
engravings 
or 
sketches exist of the stolen paintings, and 
it will be a difficult matter to trace them, 
Gilbert Herkomer’s new art school at 
BuBkey, England, is to be opened this 
month. 
Edmund Yates says : 
“ The 
whole scheme 
is replete 
with happy 
thoughts, and will practically combine the 
advantages enjoyed by the pupils of one of 
the old masterB and those of the stndents 
at an ordinary present-day art school. 
There will be the new ay stematic training and 
the old frank and free intercourse between 
teacher and tanght. 
Every student will 
have an opportunity of seeing and study­ 
ing all the work upon which Mr. Herko- 
mer is engaged; and as in addition to the 
pictorial achievements by which he has 
won fame Mr. Herkomer is constantly 
working in bronze and silver, and in en­ 
graving or etching from his own designs, 
they will really be exceptionally fortunate. 
The students will be very carefully select­ 
ed, and when set to work will be left a 
good deal to themselves ; bat Mr. Herko­ 
mer’s own studio is adjacent to the school, 
and they will be not only permitted but 
encouraged to avail themselves of his 
knowledge when they find themselves in 
any difficulty. 
The building itself is 
rapidly approaching completion and has 
several very interesting features. 
The 
cloisters, designed by Mr. Herkomer, are 
singularly beautifnl, and the arrangement 
of light in the atndios is admirable, par­ 
ticularly in one small studio, where, by an 
ingenious arrangement, the model can be 
painted in an all-round light.”

ALL ABOUT THE HOME. 


Peach short-cake is one of the delicacies 
of the season. 
Make exactly as you do 
strawberry short-cake. 
If a teaspoonful of turpentine is put in 
the washboiler and boiled with the clothes, 
it will whiten them perceptibly. 
A very nourishing drink for an invalid is 
made of whipped cream sweetened and 
mixed with highly-flavored wine. 
A comfortable-looking ^rap to lay on 
the couch or sofa or for use iu the carriage 
on autumn days is knit in stripes of nine 
inches wide, of blue and wine-colored 
worsted. 
Steel knives which are not in daily use 
may be kept from rusting if they are 
dipped in a strong solution of soda—one 
part of water to four of soda ; then wipe 
dry, roll in flannel, and keep in a dry 
place. 
. 
To any one so unfortunate as to be ob­ 
liged to move it may be of value to know 
that canned fruit may be transported 
without fear of loss, if the glass cans are 
securely packed iu sawdust. 
This must be 
very firmly pressed down, so that the cans 
really cannot move or be moved by the 
jarring of the wagon or car. 
Among other pretty ways to finish the 
edge of a silk lounge quilt are these : Put 
a border of narrow ribbon on in strips, 
make a point on the end of each ribbon, 
and under these, allowing it to show a 
trifle. 
Below them put a ruffle of lace, 
The other way is to omit the lace, and put 
a tassel or small ball on each point. 
W ith a little care, the shady corners of 
our gardens, that have usually been left 
to rubbish, and shady passages also, can 
be made the prettiest places in the garden 
by the use of a few fetns —native ones 
from the woods will anlwer—and other 
plants like the pansy and daisy, and a few 
other things that delight in B hady spots. 
Cultivate frogs, toads and lizards. 
Put 
them in your gardens, and as the evening 
approaches they will hop from their hiding- 
places and Bnuggle down in some conveni­ 
ent spot near the gutter, or where they 
know their food will come plentifully. 
The ants, roaches, mosquitoes, etc., they 
consume in the night is marvelous, and 
thus they keep down the insect peBts. 
To make a fine white layer cake use two 
cups powdered or fine granulated sugar, 
oue-balf cup of butter, the whites of four 
eggs, three cups of flour, three small tea­ 
spoons of baking powder shifted with the 
flour. 
Beat the sugar and butter to a 
cream, then stir in the milk and flour, a 
little at a time. 
Adds the whites last. 
Never fails. 
It will make three thick 
layers, or four of medium thickness. 
A large pampas plume with five or six 
loDg peafowl feathers, using the plume as 
a background for the feathers, all tied with 
a band of peacock bine or green ribbon, 
is often fastened on the wall in a corner, 
over the door, over or under a picture, or 
on the upper corners of an easel or high 
music B tand. 
If these are pressed in pack­ 
ing, shake them over the grate or near the 
stove, and the heat will spread and make 
them fluffy. 
Salads are not only so fashionable, but 
are so appetizing that it is a very good plan 
to have a succession of lettuce growing In 
the garden, so that at any time you may 
have crisp and tender yonng leaves to nse. 
A delicious ripe tomato ealad requires the 
lettuce leaves to make it perfect. 
Take 
round, smooth tomatoes, skin them, make 
a little hole in the top of each, remove the 
inner portion, mix a spoonful of mayon­ 
naise dressing with it, put it in the tomato, 
and cover tbe top with a lettuce leaf. 
A correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Galette says of the fast girls of the 
present time : “ There are many different 
varieties of girls, and among the rest the 
‘ w ild' and foolish girl exists. 
I do not 
mean that they are irrational at all— 
though they act that way sometimes—bat 
simply indiscreet in their hot impulsive­ 
ness.

LAST HORTHESH 8TATB 8LATB. 


A correspondent of 
the New Y ork 
Tribune gives the following acoount of a 
colored woman named Jane Lennon, who 
died a few days ago at Akron, Ohio, xbont 
100 years of age, and who was, it is 
claimed, the sole Burvivor of all N orthern 
slaves. 
The story of her life dates back to 
1775, when the Pennsylvania Abolition 
Society 
was 
founded, w ith 
Benjamin 
Franklin as its first President. 
Five.years 
later the Bociety memorialized Congress to 
“ devise means for removing the incon­ 
sistency of slavery from the American peo­ 
ple.” 
Similar associations were formed in 
Connecticut, Alhode 
Island, 
M aryland, 
Delaware, V Ínfima and New York. 
The 
New York Manumission Society was or­ 
ganized in 1785, with John Jay as Presi­ 
dent. 
This society brought about the 
emancipation of all the slaves in the Em ­ 
pire State. 
The late -I ane Lennon was the 
sole survivor of all the New York slaves.and 
probably she wag the sole survivor of all the 
slaves held in bondage in the N orthern 
States. 
In 1S17 the Legislature of New 
Y ork was induced to adopt an A ct provid­ 
ing for absolute and universal emancipation 
throughout the commonwealth, to take ef­ 
fect. July 4, 1827. 
It was by this Act that 
Jane Lennon obtained her freedom. 
She 
was born about 17S4— probably earlier, al­ 
though the exact date is not known—iu 
Ductbess county, New \o r k . She 
was 
older than the Federal Government. 
In 
early youth she was sold by her first m as­ 
ter to a lady who was favorably impressed 
w ith her brightness and thought she saw in 
the young girl the promise of a faithful 
and 
intelligent slave. 
Jane’s version of 
this 
early 
experience 
was th a t 
her 
own 
mother, 
also 
a 
slave, gave 
her 
voluntarily to the lady, but the account of 
her being sold is probably the correct one. 
Jane soon passed into other hands, aud 
was successively sold to various persouB, 
among them a w ealthy gentleman named 
Lennon, residing at Ilensselaerville. 
In 
1816, when she waB about 35 years of age, 
she wa3 sold to Gordon W . M errick, the 
father of Mrs. Paris Tallman, at whose 
residence she died. 
\\ ith this final trans­ 
fer of title to Mr. M errick, the days of 
Jane Lennon’s captivity ended, and her 
life as a free woman began. 
Mr. M errick 
was heartily in sym pathy w ith the move­ 
ment inaugurated by the Manumission So­ 
ciety, and the woman was therefore not 
treated as a slave, but as a valuable domes­ 
tic, and when the A ct of IS 17 changed the 
legal status from slavery to freedom, it 
really brought no alteration in her condi­ 
tion 
as 
a 
member 
of 
the 
Mer­ 
rick 
household. 
W hen 
she 
e n ­ 
tered 
the 
service 
of 
Mr. 
Merrick 
she did not even “ know her letters.” For 
many years earnest and persistent efforts 
were made by members of the M errick 
family to teach her to read, bnt the mind 
of the woman could not be brought to the 
comprehension of w ritten words. 
W ith 
great difficulty she acquired a tolerable 
familiarity w ith the alpuabet, but when it 
came to putting 
letters 
together the 
task 
was 
beyond 
ber power 
to 
ac­ 
complish. 
In 
1838 
the 
Merricks 
removed to Masillon, 0 ., and four years 
later came to Akron, bringing w ith them 
the faithful servant Jane. 
H er attach­ 
ment to the family, which was strong and 
sincere from the beginning, grew to be the 
great passion of her life, 
W hen Mr. Mer­ 
rick died some tw enty years ago his de­ 
cease produced a m arked effect on Jane 
Lennon. She never rallied from the shock, 
her mind and body then showing strong 
symptoms of decline. 
A t the age of 95 
she was able to walk about the house 
w ith the aid of a cane, and to ride out in 
favorable weather. 
She was a warm­ 
hearted, affectionate creature, and beloved 
by all who knew her. 
During her illness 
Mrs. Tallman, w ith whom she had lived 
since the death of Mr. M errick, ministered 
to her w ith loving oare. 
She was a faith- 
fnl member of the Episcopal Church.

has 
been 
placed upon his public utterances ; while 
the 
pastor 
may 
find 
in 
this 
latest 
discovery of botanical enterprise an over­ 
ruling dispensation which accommodates 
itself to the infirmities of a weak-minded 
and erring hum anity. 
For here, actually 
on sale in London, is a nut, “ a harmless, 
necessaiy” nnt, which rents all previous 
impressions on the Bubjectof intoxication ; 
which takes the thorn from the rose and 
gives the honey-bag to the scorpion ; which 
straightens the tortuous latch-key of the 
drunkard, and yet leads innocence by the 
hand throngh the “ dream lands of inebria­ 
tion 
which makes th at which was not to 
be, and th at which could not, to have 
power ; which abolishes all necessity for 
social leagues against the Fiend of Alco­ 
hol ; which sweeps away the boundaries 
between the sober and the besotted, aDd 
smiles, as if in the fullness of virtuous 
achievement, at the licensed victualler and 
the teetotaller embracing one another with 
the kiss of peace. 
I t is, indeed, a won­ 
derful berry, if half be true th at is said of 
it, and exceeds in its virtues the am ethysts 
and toadstones of antiquity. 
The former 
could only cure drunkenness, while the 
latter 
conld 
only 
insure 
abstinence. 
B ut the kola nnt does both at once, 
for it lets the whole world get soberly 
intoxicated together, and allows them to 
be drunkenly tem perate. 
If the imm od­ 
erate toper eat it before he gets sodden 
w ith strong drink he can never become 
“ unfit to join the ladies.” 
Or if he de­ 
lay eating it until the worst has over­ 
taken him, he is restored at once to a 
condition of sobriety. 
So, at any rate, 
say those who would have us believe in 
it. 
W hat authority, however, have the 
proprietors for claiming such advantage­ 
ous qualities for their 
berry ? 
I t 
is 
claimed for it that, like many other nuts 
and herbs, it has the property of staying 
the appetite for a long period. 
The mate, 
for instance, is a leaf upon whioh the 
l ’eruvians can travel for as long as three 
days w ithout other food, solid or liqnid. 
Moreover, infused in water, it gives to 
the decoction a bitter taste th at resembles 
tea or coffee in very much the same de­ 
gree as boiled brown paper m ight do.

CURIOUS 
FACTS 
ABOUT 
AMERICAN 
C0IH8. 


“ There is really no end," said an am a­ 
teu r coin collector, “ to the list of a rti­ 
cles collected in cabinets. 
I collect only 
American silver coins, and I know that 
there is a whole world of absolutely un­ 
suspected details about this branch of 
collecting. 
There, for instance, 
is the 
m ystery about the coinage of 1S04. 
A 
small num ber of dollars was struck, and 
of these coins not O D e has ever been fonnd. 
There are two specimens in existence of 
the 1804 dollar, but there is every rea­ 
son to believe th at these were restrikes 
made in 182S by some one in the M int at 
Philadelphia in a surreptitious and un­ 
lawful way for some collector who had in ­ 
fluence. 
W hat can have become of thoBe 
dollars th at have disappeared so com­ 
pletely ? 
From time to time at auction sales 
one of the restrikes appears, and at each 
sale fetches a greater sum. 
As high as 
$1,600 has been paid for one of them . But 
w hat shall be said of the half dollar of 
1804? 
Of these no less th at 156,519 speci­ 
mens were coined, yet none has ever been 
discovered. 
A certain num ber of half dol­ 
lars bearing the date 1805 will, if examined 
closely, discover th at the five has been 
struck over a four. 
This only shows that a 
certain num ber of tho 1S04 half dollars 
was never issued from the M int, and was 
converted 
into 
1805 
pieces, 
b ut 
it 
does 
not 
explain 
the 
total vanishing 
of those th at were issued. 
There can be 
no doubt that something happened of a 
mysterious character, which caused the 
dollars and half-dollars to disappear, for 
the quarters of that year are not particu­ 
larly scarce ; a fine specimen costB only 
$10, and a fair specimen can be had for $2. 
Y et there were only 6.73S pieces of th at 
denomination Btrnck iu th at Annus Mira- 
bilis for as collectors, and of dollars there 
were 19 570. 
There were only 321 dollars 
struck the next year, and theBe were, in 
all probability, for the cabinets of} collec­ 
tors, for no dollar was issued in 1S05. 
Then the coinage of silver dollars ceased, 
and did not begin again until 1836. 
It 
would be easy to frame the hypothesis th at 
the larger American silver coins wera over 
weight, and th at m erchants bought them 
np and sold them for 
melting. 
But 
although the facts in relation to the dollars 
bear out this theory, yet the aunals of the 
m int about the hali-dollars are opposed to 
it, for in 1S05 there was a very large issue 
of this piece, and so on every year until 
1S15, when there was comparatively a 
small issue. 
Iu 1816 there was no coinage 
at all of half-dollars. Cains of this denomi­ 
nation for 1815 are rather Hcarce, so th at a 
fine specimen is worth from $10 to $20, 
according to its appearance. 
“ I t is well to know th at before the M int 
was organized there was coined somewhere 
a small supply of the ‘ dismes ’ and half, 
dismes mentioned by W ashington in his 
fourth annual address. 
Tne w ant of small 
coins was keenly felt, and the first I’resi- 
dent was so evidently at one w ith the pop­ 
ular feeling in the m atter that a legend is 
extant th at these small pieces were coined 
out of his silver plate. 
But in w hat M int 
they were coined is a question th at has 
been asked but not answered. 
Some per­ 
sons believe th at they were coined in Eng­ 
land, but patriotism repels such a thought. 
Nor is it necessary to frame such a conjec­ 
ture, because there were two localities in 
the land where ample preparations had 
been made for coining silver, but had been 
arrested by the formation of the Federal 
Union, which took from the States the 
right of coinage. 
The two points where 
the 1 dismes ’ aud half-dismes could have 
been coined were Annapolis, in M aryland, 
and Dedham, in M assachusetts. The work 
was in all probability done at the latter 
place, for there has always been a strong 
looal tradition th at the first coins of the 
Union were struck there. 
The dime of 
1792, or W ashington dime, as collectors 
call it, has on the obverse a young m an’s 
head, with (lowing hair, facing to the left. 
The date 1792 touches the lower part 
of 
the 
bust. 
Around 
is 
the 
le­ 
gend, 
‘ Liberty, 
Parent 
of 
Science 
and 
Industry.’ 
On the 
reveise 
is a 
Bmall eagle flying to the left, w ith the 
legend, ‘ U nited States of Am erica.’ 
Be­ 
neath the eagle is 
the word ‘ Disuse.’ 
The first regular issue from the Phila­ 
delphia M intof dimes was in 1796, whereas 
dollars and half-dollars and half-dimes 
were coined in 1794. 
In 1794 and the suc­ 
ceeding year the head of Liberty on the 
the coins has the hair flowing w ithout any 
restraint, but in 1796, when the quarters 
and dimes begin, this had been cnanged, 
and all the coins have the hair confined 
w ith a fillet. 
Tnis lasted until 1807, 
when in the latter part of the year was 
iesued the head of Liberty w ith the Lib­ 
erty cap. 
This is oonsidered w ith reason 
the most 
beautiful of American coins, 
and continued w ithout change down to 
1837 for dimes and to 1838 for quarters, 
and to 1839 for half-dollars and 1836 1S40 
for dollars, when the beautiful head of 
Liberty was displaced for a figure of Lib­ 
erty Beated. 
The dollars Btruck in 1836 
and succeeding years until 1840 were ten­ 
tative efforts only, the first large issue be­ 
ing in 1840. 
You can understand th at it 
is very easy to recognize a dime or half­ 
dime w ith the head of Liberty among 
others ; the reverse bears an eagle w ith a 
heraldic shield. 
This has been retained 
for the larger silver pieces, but th e small 
coins have a reverse which is simply in­ 
sipid. 
Dimes as far back as 1814 are in 
circulation, bnt they seldom rank above 
good. 
Dimes of 1822 are very rare, and 
one in good condition is worth $3.”— 
[New York Tribune. 


ECUADOR. 


W ith regard to the climate, the rainy 
season generally runB from December to 
June, the remaining months being dry ; but 
on the Amazon slope it rains all the year 
round. 
As to the influence of the clim ate 
on man, there are vast healthy districts in 
the river valleys of the Amazon region, 
while those of the Pacific shore are com­ 
monly full of disease. 
Special disorders 
are chiefly due to the lack of sanitary 
measures. 
In the west and northw estern 
parts the abuse of sweets as food results in 
a curious and frightful intestinal com­ 
plaint. 
The country is now, and will in 
all probability remain, almost wholly agri­ 
cultural, the Pacific coast and river valleys 
of both east and west yielding generous 
crops of cacao, cotton, sugar cane, rice, 
coffee, tobacco and tropical fruits, while 
the inter-Andean plateau prodaces all the 
cereals and vegetables incident to a tem per­ 
ate and even cold climate, though they 
are 
of 
inferior 
quality. 
No 
hope 
of the republic ever being an exporter 
of cereals is held out, and cattle do not 
thrive in the Amazon section, chiefly from 
the immense num ber of bats, which bleed 
or otherwise irritate them . Cinchona bark, 
which first came from the Province of 
J.oja, is being so rapidly cut and sent out 
of the country w ithout new planting, th at 
the supply m ust soon cease; 
and Col­ 
onel Church attributes this to the fact that 
the highest official sanction is given to this 
destructive measure for private emolument. 
In mineral wealth Ecuador is poor. 
The 
population is estim ated at 1,000,000 (exclu­ 
sive of savage tribes), and is distributed as 
follows : W hite, 100.000 ; mixed, 300,000; 
pare Indian, 600,000. 
The evil qualities 
of the mixed races are condemned as the 
source of the degradation of the country. 
Internal communications are much needed 
in Ecuador, and although Colonel Church 
is personally interested In the construction 
of future railroads, he expresses his strong 
opinion th a t for the next ten or tw enty 
years a thorough system of first-clasB mule 
routes would undoubtedly be the best for 
Ecuador.—[London Times.

SCANDALS 
OF 
THE 
WOMAN IN 
LAW REGAP.DI 'G 
PKANCB. 
We have been taught to regard the 
rench as the moat polite and cultured of 
people, yet it is a fact that their high state 
of culture and refinement does not prevent 
them from submitting to customs and laws 
respecting women which, in America? we 
would regard 38 infamous. A correspond­ 
ent of the Chicago Inter-Ocean remarks 
that no country in the world where re­ 
forms are possible has so many subjects 
worthy of its attention in that direction as 
France. Not the least of these are the 
questions relating to the status of woman. 
rt is a very common thing to be told that 
the American woman who in France ap­ 
pears unattended upon the street is looked 
upon as immodest, and is liable to be reck­ 
oned as impure ; but at the same time this 
people, so scrupulous regarding appear­ 
ances, afford no remedy to the woman who 
has become the victim of the man. In 
that highly-civilized country we find that 
astardy cannot be, even in a degree, com­ 
pensated by fastening the paternity of the 
unfortunate upon the author of its being. 
: he condition of the law in this regard has 
caused Dumas to issue a pamphlet of pro­ 
test against this shame of his country. In 
a recent case before the Courts there it ap­ 
peared that a farmer was charged with the 
guardianship of a young girl, his relative, 
and took her to reside as a servant in his 
family. The girl was seduced by the 
farmer, and the relation resulted in the 
birth of two children. The girl finally 
went 
to 
service 
in 
Paris, and 
the farmer refused to render her 
or her children aid. A new guardian in 
her behalf brought suit for seduction and 
damages. The County Court gave her a 
verdict of G.000 francs. The Court held 
that the extreme youth of the girl, and the 
age of the seducer, who was a married 
nan, and the relationship which he sus­ 
tained to her, justified it in punishing him 
for the betrayal of bis trust and the dis­ 
honor of his ward. But the case went to 
the I onrt of Appeals, wbieh held that un­ 
der the Code Napoleon the defendant was 
responsible only to “ the Court of his con­ 
science, ’ and the girl was compelled to re­ 
turn the lifDOG franc9 and condemned to 
pay ail the costs of the actions. This de­ 
cision brought out Dumas in the protest 
referred to. But it turns out that the 
lawyers all agree that the Court has prop­ 
erly’construed the law, and that in France 
there is no remedy for such outrages. 
The Code forbids “ affiliation,” and every 
child born out of wedlock muet forever be 
bastardized, except the father voluntarily 
recognizes it. The statistics show that 
rat once in fifty cases does this acknowl 
edgment take place. In no case, except it 
is the result of physical force, can the 
rather of an illegitimate child be compelled 
«o oro vide for it, nor is it possible for the 
woman to obtain any reparation, even 
though any means short of brute force be 
employed to compass her ruin. And this 
is the 
law in polite 
and refined 
France. 
But it would not 
bad did not the moral sense 
oeople accord with the law, and 
support. A Frenchman will not only ex­ 
press no surprise at this state of the law, 
but will defend it, 8nd declare that the 
•alien woman is entitled to no considera­ 
tion, nor yet her children, save such as is 
morded by the asylums, LTp to the age of 
thirteen the I rench law protects the girl, 
but just at that time, when of all others 
Tne should be surrounded by the tender 
regard of the law, its protection is wholly 
vfdadr.wn and transferred to the man. to 


whom the girl ia turned over as legitimate 
prey for his lusts. It is only since 1S62 
that protection was extended up to the 
thirteenth year, it having before that 
been limited to the eleventh year, sincr 
1832, prior to which date the tenderest 
years of the female afforded her no protec­ 
tion whatever against seduction. The cor­ 
respondent referred to, in noting the agita­ 
tion caused by the Dumas pamphlet, says 
that the most recent Parisian statistics 
prove that of the 1,000 births in that city 
weekly, 333 are illegitimate. He of course 
denounces as extravagant the remark of 
the French lady that “ in every French 
family there are two households; ” but 
the exaggeration is not so great a one as 
might be supposed. It is entirely the 
proper thing in Paris, says this writer, for 
a widowed mother, for instance, with her 
two daughters, to attend the opera, and 
th ere see the guardian of the girls in a box 
with hie mistress, and remark laughingly 
concerning it. The next day the guardian 
calls upon his wards, and ia received with 
open arms and embraces, and the quartet 
sit down to dinner and discuss the play of 
the night l*efore. M. Rivet has intro­ 
duced a bill in the Chamber of Deputies 
to remedy the scandal relative to bastardy 
somewhat, but it has raised a storm of 
opposition, and has small chance of be­ 
coming law. The result of this state 
of affairs, it is charged, is the en­ 
couragement of infanticide in this the 
politest and most cultured country on 
earth, and especially in the “ Divine 
City,” Dumas proposes to agitate far a 
reform, however, and if he adheres to his 
purpose he may hand his name down to 
posterity for honorable remembrance. He 
proposes that the father of an illegitimate 
child, on the fact being clearly shown, 
shall be compelled to give it his name and 
provide for it in accordance with his abil­ 
ity ; that if He is a married man, or is un­ 
able to support the child, he shall suffer 
imprisonment not less than two nor more 
than five years ; that the woman who at­ 
tempts to fasten the paternity of her child 
upon an innocent man shall suffer penal 
servitude, as for forgery, or as a perjurer, 
the extreme limit being twenty years at 
hard labor; that abortion shall be pnnished 
in like manner, and that infanticide shall 
be punishable with death. 
Bat even 
Dumas does not express the hope that he 
can accomplish the reform in less than a 
decade, tor he says it is next to impossi­ 
ble to get public men in France to 
give serious thought to 
any ques­ 
tion in which woman is concerned 
before the law. Ha adds with bitterness: 
“ They seem to have neither wives, daugh­ 
ters nor mothers, and they make no ais- 
tinction between the Virgin Mary and 
Louise Michel." Still the time must come 
in France when the law will compel the 
father to divide with the mother the re­ 
sponsibility for their Datural child. But 
it must not be supposed that because the 
Code Napoleou is ill adapted to the social 
requirements of this day, and is Btill re­ 
tained in France, that therefore virtue and 
honer are at low ebb there. Fortunately 
the perfectibility of character is there a 
matter of belief, and thousands of high- 
minded men and women are laboring to 
bring about social reforms that will remove 
such scandals as those quoted from the 
statute book. But the moral sentiment of 
the masses haB first to be elevated to the 
true conception of duty in this respect. 
The reformers have an honest faith in hu­ 
man nature, and a firm belief that tradi­ 
tional evils and hereditary prejudices must 
yield to reason and the immntable decrees 
of truth. But the processes of such re­ 
forms are necessarily slower of growth and 
operation in France than with us, for the 
sentiment of ownership in women is not 
wholly eliminated there. So long as the 
faintest shadow of it remainB, it will pro­ 
duce the evils in greater or less degree 
which have, for all time, flowed from the 
denial to women of complete independence, 
and which she alone can yield up to the 
man to whom she gives herself, and into 
whose life she projects her own with a per­ 
fect trust in the ownership of affection, 
while before the law her legal independence 
remains intact, and by virtue of which Bhe 
may claim the same protection awarded to 
the man. 


north as Nogales, a town on the Arizona 
line, and deaths occurred there. That it 
will have an easy march over the line next 
year, and into the heated regions of the 
Territory, is certaiD. With Arizona we 
are connected by two lines of railway. It 
therefore behooves us to early consider the 
situation and ascertain the best preventive 
measures to be adopted. The statement of 
the Quarantine Officer that “ yellow fever 
can never take hold in this climate’' ia not to 
be accounted of value. He cannot know 
that to be a fact. Experience proves that 
in the past it has gone by low lands and 
hot sections frequently, and played havoc 
in high and usually healthy regions where 
malarial infinences were unknown. 
San 
Francisco cannot claim exemption. 
In 
fact, in her Irainid atmosphere the disease 
would spread more rapidly than in the dry 
air of the warm valleys. 
San Francisco 
needs, therefore, to be alive to her own 
safety. The situation is one that demands 
the attention of the whole State. 
We 
know that the majority of physicians are 
convinced that next year the fever will be 
a pestilence upon this coast, and that they 
hold it to be wise to early prepare to check 
its march Borthward. 
Locally, there­ 
fore, our duty is obvious. 
We must 
make early and persistent warfare upon all 
filth pitB, which are known to be attractive 
for yellow fever and cholera. Decaying 
animal and vegetable matter of every kind 
must be banished from our houses, yards, 
streets and alleys. Every cesspool in the 
city should be cleaned out thoroughly and 
now, and well disinfected, and all filth 
pits should be emptied and cleaned. Our 
sewers as often as may be must be flushed, 
and the drainage canal below the city 
should be dragged out and cleaned of any 
possible obstructions. Ail this is not so 
difficult to do as may appear. It may be 
accomplished before we have high water in 
the rivers, or even when the waters rise. 
If it is done, we will enter upon next 
spring’s danger with a fair degree of safety. 
But if we propose to wait until next sum­ 
mer before beginning to clean up, we will 
do better to let matters remain, rather than 
fill the atmosphere with foul vapors in the 
heated term. Non- is the time. There are 
several hundreds of tons of foul matter 
that should be dragged from the corruption 
of sunken pools and covered pits, and ex­ 
posed to the deodorizing influences of the 
elements, and if we fail to do the work we 
mast not complain if pestilence walks 
abroad in the streets. With the experi­ 
ence of Southern and South American 
cities before us regarding filth deposits on 
nearly every lot in the city we have do ex­ 
cuse whatever for delay. Our officials can­ 
not afford to temporize with those who 
measure sanitary precaution by expense 
and personal inconvenience, but should en­ 
force the health ordinances with unsparing

The yellow fever steamer Newbern 
is to be allowed to come to dock 
in San 
Francisco after being re­ 
painted inside and ont and thoroughly 
fumigated. According to the Examiner, 
Dr. McAllister, the Quarantine Officer, 
makes the following statement : “ I recog­ 
nize the fact that yellow fever has taken 
hold in Mexico, and that as a humani­ 
tarian, as well as a Quarantine Officer, I 
must perform my duty. I know that yel­ 
low fever oan never take hold in this cli­ 
mate, but in Mexico it might. Therefore 
I have ordered that the Newbern be fumi­ 
gated thoroughly, be painted inside and 
out, and every care taken that Bhe be made 
as impervious as medical science can make 
her to the attacks of the plague, I /car 
that the Newbern may spread the disease 
in Mexico after she leaves this port. The 
germs of yellow fever are now in Mexico, 
and the chances are that it will never 
leave there. When I send the Newbern 
back I am determined that there shall lie no 
chance to epread the disease where it orig 
inated.” If we read for the italicized word 
“ have feared,” the statement is more sen 
sible. But at the best it is, according to our 
view, indicative of the secret and ill con­ 
cealed feeling of the officer, that yellow 
fever is liable to spread in this State. We 
are in daily communication with Mexico by 
rail, and as a San Francisco physician re 
cently remarked, “the germs of the disease 
are now brought here on every train, but, 
fortunately, in a cool season.” It is almost 
impossible to bar the way. We must cut 
off all communication, or submit to the 
visitation of the plague. We are not likely 
to suffer from the fever for the next five or 
six months, but after that we may expect 
its reappearance in Mexico, and it will cer­ 
tainly cross the line into California unless 
extraordinary precautions are taken to pre­ 
vent it. These would embrace a given de­ 
tention of all passengers, sick or well, at 
toe State line, \Y hether or not it is prac­ 
ticable to do this is the question. We 
have recently shown that the disease will 
spread from the cemeteries in which those 
dying of the fever are buried, and as the 
recent burials in Mexico were hasty, and 
probably shallow, it may be assumed as a 
certainty that Mexico, in next spring’s hot 
term, will be the scene of fearful ravages 
of the disease, This year it cams as far 


chres above ground is simply a method of 
poisoning the air of the living, and sending 
them more spsedily to the land of shades 
to join the great army whose carcasses 
rotted above the low, damp soil where once 
they moved in life. The day is not far 
distant when cremation will become the 
rule. A Bociety of two hundred and fifty 
members to promote it is already organized 
in New York ( ity, and it has the support 
of some of the best minds there, We 
cling to earth burial simply because of its 
traditions. We travel the old path simply 
because others have trod the route before 
us, and we lack the courage to leave It. 
Incineration is the wise method, and there 
is not a scientist in the world to-day who 
denies it. It is cleanly; sequesters no 
valuable ground ; docs not poison the soil; 
sends no vapors abroad to destroy ; creates 
no debts of death for the poor to discharge ; 
rescues the poor body we lay unwillingly 
down from the loathsome earth-worm and 
the horrible process of slow decay ; insures 
against burial alive, and the consequent 
horrors of suffocation in the narrow grave ; 
enables us to preserve the honored ashes of 
the dead at our fireside if we wish, or to 
place them in our garden and waf^r them 
with our tears without exposure to poison­ 
ous exhalations of decaying animal matter. 
It is a matter of economy, of sanitary re­ 
form, of convenience and of public-policy, 
and should be common ia the land soon, 
as it certainly will be eventually. 


Impoverishment of the Soil a Prominent 
Cause. 
The important fact is fast becoming recog­ 
nized and better understood that the cause of 
attack by many inssct pests upon vines and 
trees is the impoverished condition of the 
tree or vine in its vital quality, resulting 
either from the lack of plant food, in the 
natural composition of the soil, or from its 
exhaustion by the long drain upon it, or from 
its unusually rapid consumption by demands 
to mature continuous and excessive fruitage. 
There can be little or no question but that 
this is the entire explanation for the appear­ 
ance and ravages of the phylloxera. This 
pest was not known in France or upon the 
Mediterranean until the old vineyards had 
become weak in vitality from long years of 
successive bearing and heavy production, 
without an equivalent supply of plant force. 
This, some readers may tbir.k, could not he 
charged against France, with the unequaled 
reputa'ion enjoyed by the tillers of Boil in 
that country, for thorough cultivation and con­ 
tinuous enriching of tho ground under use; 
but it must be remembered that even to the 
present day one of the most peiplexing 
problems encountered by viueyarilists is to 
ascertain what fertilizer or material eaa be 
added to the soil to Bupply the peculiar nu­ 
tritive property demanded by the vine. This 
question was made a prominent and long con­ 
tinued study by chemists and the leading 
vine growers in the wiue-making section of 
Ohio, along the southern shore of Lake Erie, 
for years, and the want of success in the in­ 
vestigation rendered many vineyards so unre- 
munerative that they were abandoned. 
Parties owning tlrse vineyards stated at 
the time that no fertilizer which they had 
applied or found seem to afford the neces­ 
sary plant flood to bring back the former 
vigor of the viues. At this stage, various at­ 
tacks appeared each year in one form or an­ 
other upon the vines or fruit, which it was 
plain to see, or, at least, now is, in the light 
of later experience and observation, were the 
direct result of an impoverished condition of 
the vims. 
G. G. Briggs, the promiuent G’alifnr'ia 
vineyardiet and fruit grower, stated while in 
conversation upon this anbjec‘, a few days 
since, that the necessary germ for phylloxera 
exists in the roots of nearly, if not quite all, 
grapevines, and only requires the necessary 
conditions to cause it to develop. The con­ 
dition inducing such development is a low 
state of vital f iree caused by excessive pro­ 
duction, want of plant food in soil, lack of 
necessary moisture, etc. 
This result from impoverishment is by no 
moans confined to vines, but the same in­ 
jurious attacks are frequently made from the 
same cause by other pests upon fruit trees. 
Of course the presence and ravages of all our 
fruit pests are not to he accounted for upon 
this theory, but a sufficient proportion of 
them can be traced to this cause, to pointedly 
suggest intelligent action for overcoming 
much of the present evil. 
It is now found that the old orange groves 
in Florida are becoming valueless and insect 
ridden from this same source. The Florida 
Agriculturist, under recent date, says upon 
this subject: 
“ Our attention has been called to several 
old groves on hammock laud that are now in 
a critical conditior, dying, it is said, from 
the ravages of the scale insects. 
In our 
opinion the insicts are only the after cause , 
that the trees have been impoverished by the 
removal of I o d s upon tons of fruit year after 
year, without any attempt being made to 
renovate the soil by fertilizirg. No land can 
stand such treatment, however rich it may 
appear ; the treeshave been placed in a com 
dilion to render them fit subjects for the 
scale insect; this is particularly the case on 
shell mounds, where the small amount of soil 
mixed with the shell has been used up. WUen 
wild groves existed in the hammocks the 
fruit dropped from the trees and enriched the 
soil, and the droppings from forest trees 
added to its fertility, the trees also re­ 
mained quiescent in the shade and made little 
growth, giviDg back more than they drew 
from the soil, but when the forest trees were 
removed, the orange trees singled out, budded 
and exposed to the sun, then growth was 
stimulated and they made a strong pull on 
the rich soil. When they came into bsaring 
and the crops of fruit were removed year 
after year, returning nothing to the soil or 
what was taktn away, the land must become 
impoverished, and it stands to reason that 
the trees must eventually give out unless 
ferliliz-d. These who have hammock groves 
now giving them thousands of dollars per an- 
r.uin, should take w .ruing in timp, or they 
will tiud when too late thac they have ridden 
a willing horse to d-ath. 
In Australia a 
dressing of the finest Peruvian guano is ueed, 
two pounds to the tree, after each crop.” 
It behooves vine-growers and orchard- 
ists to look seriously and promptly 
to this matter, for there is probably 
no place in the world where bo little is done 
to keep up the quality and strength of the 
8oil by the use or fertilizers as in California. 
And while the great natural richness and 
productiveness of our lands render Buch par­ 
simonious and reckless treatment possible for 
a time, we are already beginning to see and 
feel tho inevitable result, for as surely as we 
caDnot con'irue to subtract from a given 
quantity without reducing it, so we cannot 
continue to draw the plant-producing ele­ 
ment from the unreplenished soil without its 
fatal iuqioverishmect, and reaching a final 
end. 
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An Army that Want to be Hangmen— 
O’Donnell’s Prospects — Simply Did

AN INDEPENDENT MOVEMENT. 
Mayor Low has faithfully and well served 
the city of Brooklyn as her chief magis­ 
trate. Nearly every voter who is not tied 
hand^and foot to the cart-wheel of party 
desires the renoinÍDation of Mr. Low. But 
neither of the political municipal rings 
wish him to be re-eleoted. As a result the 
party machinery is to be set in motion to 
name a successor. But for once there is 
likely to ha resistance. Already a citi­ 
zens’ movement is on foot to renominate 
the Mayor. The movers are from both the 
great political parties, and base their 
action on this theory—“ in municipal mat­ 
ters we do not believe there should be 
party interference.” They are right. Men 
are associated in municipalities, not for 
political purposes in a partisan sense, but 
for social, business and kindred objects. 
They should conduct the city business as 
a careful business man does his own affairs. 
Governor Cleveland the other day told the 
people of New York that the rule should 
be extended to State government ; that the 
business of the State should be discharged 
as is the business of the honestly success­ 
ful business man. At any rate, there is no 
reason any longer for the administration of 
municipal affairs by political rings, ward 
bosses, and city political kings. Muni­ 
cipal affairs and politics should be divorced; 
divorced as completely as the domestic 
affairs and management of a confraternity, 
such as a Lodge of Odd Fellows, or Ma­ 
sons, or a society of citizens for town im­ 
provement and town economy, are divorced 
from political schemes. 


Thrv are having a very lively fight down in Lou­ 
isiana, these Democrats, among themselves. When 
a party falls out with itself there is always a won­ 
derful display of dirty linen on the clothes line in 
the back yard. There is no election in that State 
until next April, yet the campaign is already opened 
between the McEnery and the Ogden factions. Both 
men want to be elected Governor, both are Demo­ 
crats, and both teJI had stories about each other. 
The only men who ready enjoy the show arc the 
Republicans, who hare no chance whatever, and can 
therefore afford to look on and take in all the fun 
that is afloat.

But she does eDjoy this distinction, and 
just now is passing through her periodical 
epidemic in this line of things. The autumn 
fogs seem to have developed the suicidal 
mania. Hardly a day passes that some 
poor unfortunate does not put an end to 
her earthly miseries, and some days bring 
forth several such cases. 
There were two 
yesterday. Another characteristic of the 
prevailing epidemic of crime is in the large 
increase of highway robberies. The great­ 
est dexterity is shown in relieving unwary 
pedestrians of their money and valuables, 
and the thieves do not scruple to resort 
to violence and even murder. 
Closely 
akin to this form of robbery is that to 
which a New York cattle dealer fell a 
victim. 
A FEMALE ENTICED HIM HOME, 
And at a convenient momeBt a man en­ 
tered, and having doused the visitor with 
water, r>fled his pockets of something over 
S100. This is only one case out of a num­ 
ber that have been reported in the last few 
weeks, and those which come to light are, 
it is feared, but a small per cent, of the 
crimes of ttiis tort which actually occur. 
The victims in such cases are not usually 
so reckless of their reputations as was 
our New York friend. Not only did he in­ 
form, but he had the grit to prosecute,(and 
it is gratifying to know that in the result 
of the trial America once more came out 
ahead. If severe sentences can have any 
effect, robberies from the person, accom­ 
panied with violence, will not remain in 
fashion here very long, for the fraternity 
are finding out that violence is a trump 
card with which the other side can play. 
In a word, tho cat-o’-nine-tails is being 
brought into requisition, four prisoners 
last week getting from 
TWENTY TO TWENTY FIVE LASHES EACH, 
In addition to long terms of penal servi­ 
tude. But the great craze just now is in 
the line of burglary. The lengthening 
nights, and the absence from town of so 
many of the wealthiest people, make the 
season peculiarly favorable for house-break­ 
ing exploits, and there is no lack of per­ 
sons who are willing to take advantage of 
these favorable conditions. Five hundred 
burglaries a year is a moderate average for 
this metropolis, but the present year bids 
fair to go far ahead of that number. The 
police authorities declare that for the last 
five weeks crimes of this kind have been 
reported at the rate of six to eight a night. 
Scotland Yard is in consternation, and 
there is 
GREAT FEAR AND TREMBLING 
Among householders. Patrolmen are being 
very roughly handled. The lot of a Lon­ 
don “ bobbie” ia anything hut a happy 
one just now, except to those who can find 
felicity amid whizzing bullets, or in hand- 
to-hand encounters with desperate men. 
They are in danger from many sources. 
Occasionally those even whose property 
they are set to guard menace their lives. 
A policeman the other night found the 
ground floor front windows of a house 
raised at a late hour, and thinking the 
place had been burglarized, he rang the 
door-bell violently, whereupon the head of 
the family stepped out upon a balcony 
above and 
BLAZED AWAY WITH HIS GUN, 
The bullet passing in close proximity to 
the policeman's head. But walking targets 
as they are for the firearms of others, the 
patrolmen have not been allowed hitherto 
to carry a revolver of their own, and it is 
still a matter of debate whether they 
should be intrusted with one in the present 
emergency. The Inspectors and Sergeants 
of the force are mostly opposed to arming 
their men with sucb weapons, but the 
question is to be settled by a direct vote of 
the rank and file. And strange as it may 
seem to American readers, the probability 
is that this vote will be adverse. The po­ 
licemen do not want revolvers. Tne pos­ 
session of such things, they declare, far 
from being a protection, would expose 
them to additional risks. In the first place 
criminals, knowing the police to be thus 
armed, would bo freer and quicker in 
THE USB OF THEIR OWN GUNS. 
The policemen know, too, that their use of 
firearms in making arrests would be 
watched with suspicious eyes by the pub­ 
lic, and that the least exhibition of reck­ 
lessness would be promptly punished. 
Policemen have to be very careful here, 
even in the use of their clubs, for when an 
offender is pummeled without canse, or in 
excess of what his case may seem to need, 
the British public has a habit of becoming 
very indignant, and the first thing the 
over-zealous officer knows he is in limbo. 
Two were remanded for trial on a charge 
of manslaughter only yesterday. 
But 
what are the patrolmen to do in the pres­ 
ent crisis ? Some say they should have 
alarm whistles with which to summon as­ 
sistance. Others say, let them wear pumps, 
like the burglars do, and 
CRAWL r i’ON THEIR PREY BY STEALTH. 
A most outrageous suggestion, certainly ; 
for what attractions would there bo in a 
policeman’s life were he no longer allowed 
to cultivate that upright carriage and firm, 
martial step which has so long been the 
terror of the street urchins and the ad­ 
miration of all the servant maids ! The 
one thing that has been done, pending 
other measures, has been to double the 
force in the suburban districts, where most 
of the burglaries occur, aud to send the 
men out in twos instead of singly. This, 
however, singular to relate, does not meet 
with favor among the police themselves, 
the objection urged against it being that 
when two are together there ii a strong 
temptation to converse, and that conversa­ 
tion might interfere with duty ! Did any 
one ever hear of snch conscientiousness ? 
But most people will accept these scruples 
with many grains of allowance, tiftir for­ 
mer acquaintance with the nature and 
habits of this class of public servants in­ 
clining them to believe that the real ob­ 
jection of the members of the force to this 
two-by-two method lies less in their dis­ 
like for a friendly chat with one of their 
own sex and order, than in their well 
known preference for 
A NOCTURNA! TETE A TETE 
With members of the opposite sex, not to 
speak of the aversion the thrifty officer 
would naturally feel to sharing with a pal 
the tips aud drinks bis beat might afford. 
But with all their troubles, the 10,000 
policemen who patrol this great city are 
the heartie3t-looking set of men one meets 
here. It is not likely any of them will re­ 
sign ; though, if they should, their places 
would not ha long vacant, for who ever 
knew of a time when men could not be 
found in sufficient numbers to fill the posi­ 
tion of public constable, or for that mat­ 
ter, any other office that has a fair com 


hitherto as the country most prolific of of­ 
fice-seekers, and aa the nation, too, where 
the taking of human life was the least 
tbonght of. But could America match 
England in this scramble for the privilege 
of strangling men by sanction of law ? I 
shall refuse to believe that Bhe could, for 
though in a matter of honor they are all 
too ready with their pistol, and in their in­ 
dignation at some forms of crime, do not 
scruple to string the perpetrators to the 
nearest lamp post, I cannot think that very 
many of my countrymen are sufficiently 
brntal to adopt the calling of a human 
butcher as a means of making a living. 
One of the applicants states, as his crown­ 
ing qualification for the 0ace, that he 
“ would hang either brothers or sisters, or 
anyone else related to him, without fear or 
favor.” This wretch ought certainly to be 
selected, and somebody should see to it 
that nis operations within his own family 
began at once—upon himself. 
Society 
would surely be better off without such 
monsters aa 
* 
THESE BLOOD-THIRSTY TWELVE HUNDRED 
Would-be hangmen have shown them­ 
selves. But one paper points out that this 
number is only a fraction of the many who 
would like the place “ It used to bo a 
subject of melancholy wonder,” observes 
the (llohe, “ that any person could be base 
euough to be willing to fill the post of 
common hangman. Of persons who are 
icidinij to fill a given poet, it is tot over­ 
estimating the ca3e to say that, as a rule, 
not one ui a thousand is eifji r enough to 
apply fur it publicly. Therefore, as 1,200 
uninvited applications have already been 
sent in, we must wonder in future, not 
that only one, but that a million and a 
quarter of her Majesty’s subjects are 
willing to make a livrag by the noose.” 
For charity’s sake we will hope that this 
estimate is over-drawn, and meanwhile it ii 
satisfying to think that the office, despite 
the many eager applicants, may after all 
remain unfilled.

It seemed 
to have about it an air of romantic cour­ 
age, aud if the first aspect it presented had 
been preserved, .the perpetrator would 
have taken rank as one of the most self- 
sacrificing of Irish patriots.

A million 
dollars provided for the defense of the 
slayer of Carey would not make the differ­ 
ence of a hair’s breadth in the result of 
his trial. Tuat will depend not on who 
speaks for him, or how long they speak, or 
what they say—hut upon whether or not 
it can be shown ia evidence that he shot 
his man with intent to kill. Oh, they have 
a wonderfully simple and cold-blooded 
way of doing things over here ! 
O’Donnell s career in America was a 
typical and quite a promising one for a 
long time. He began at tho bottom of 
the ladder and was fast climbing up, when, 
alas, he made a misstep. First laborer, 
then cattle herder, than saloonist, then 
owner of mining stock and finally bond­ 
holder. Such was his history in that great 
country. 
Unfortunately, however, the 
bonds held were Fenian bonds and he never 
realized on them. 
Otherwise he might 
now have been in Congress, where, 1 am 
sure, ho would have had a much easier 
time than the hard-hearted wardeus of 
English prisons will allow him. 


VOLCANIC 8URPRI8E8. 
For a volcano once supposed to be inac­ 
tive, Vesuvius has prepared some lively 
surprises for the dwellers in its neighbor­ 
hood, Its latest surprise has been to shake 
up a railroad and destroy several houses. 
The people of Herculaneum and Pompeii 
thought Vesuvius extinct, till one day it 
proved in a very thorough manner that it 
could still be roused to activity. Since then 
no one has been deceived by its quietude. 
Other volcanoes besides Vesuvius have 
from time to time indulged in what seems 
to be the general volcanic propensity of 
creating surprises. Thus no one would ex­ 
pect to have a mass of rock of some three 
thousand cubic feet suddenly descend upon 
them from the sky. But people living nine 
miles from Cotopaxi were on one occasion 
treated to such a surprise. The Cartha- 
genians, when they set out against Syra­ 
cuse, were not prepared to cross the fiery 
river which, to their surprise intercepted 
their march at Mount E na. Tney had uo 
boats with which to cross it. 
Tlie great eruption of Tomboro surprised 
people for some 'J70 miles around, the dis- 
tacce at which the force of the explosion 
was heard. They wondered what was the 
matter until they learned of the eruption 
from one of the twenty-six persons who 
were saved out of a population of twelve 
thousand. 
Fu prises of another kind, fearful del­ 
uges, are the first indications in many 
South American districts that volcanoes 
whose peaks are in the region of perpetual 
soow have suddenly become active, the 
deluge bring caused by the melting of 
great masses of snow. 
It must also be a surprise of a beautiful 
though fearful kind to see a fiery fountain 
play to a night of seven hundred feet from 
the side of a mountain. Such a fountain 
on Mauna Loa, ia 1852, was a magnificent 
illustration of volcanic fissure, the pressure 
of lava at the crater being relieved by this 
new outlet. The cracks often seen on vol­ 
canoes, which form dikes radiating from 
the center, are created in this manner. 
Small extra craters, volcanoes on volca, 
noes, which gradually becomecone-shaped, 
are f <und along these fissures. 
Another surprise. There is no flame in 
volcanic eruption, as is generally repre­ 
sented most graphically in chromos. The 
supposititious flames are simply a reflection 
of the lava on the cloud of ashes and cin­ 
ders. How great a volume of the latter ia 
ejected can be well understood when it is 
stated that euough ashes and cinders were 
ejected during the Tomboro eruption to 
cover the whole of Germany twofeet deep. 
The islands which have occasionally sur­ 
prised the inhabitants along the coast of 
the Mediterranean by appearing suddenly 
under their very eves are the results of 
volcanic action. Bat probably the greatest 
surprise connected with this subject is the 
formation of volcanoes. 
A volcano ia 
originally nothing hat a hole in the giound, 
formed often at no elevation by the swell­ 
ing and breaking of an earth bubble. The 
mountain which springs up around this 
opening is formed by accumulations 
of successive eruptions. 
The 
great 
age of volcanoes which, like Mauna 
Loa and Mount -Etna, 
are 11,000 
and 11 000 feet high, can be readily 
appreciated from this fact, and from the 
further fact that .Irina had attained almost 
its present hight when it was observed by 
Greek writers 2,500 years ago. 
A volcano is a furnace on a magnificent 
scale, the lava which it ejects being moltea 
rock. The rock is so thoroughly fused by 
some volcanoes that the lava is as thin as 
honey, and flows with a velocity of fifteen 
miles an hour. Sometimes it is spun out 
in long, glassy threads by the action of 
bursting gas bubbles. 
\\ hile there are two kinds of eruptions, 
the quiet and the explosive, there are 
many theories regarding the heat which 
fuses the rocks into lava. Many think 
that the interior of the earth is in a liquid 
condition, but the better opinion seems to 
be that the lava occurs in subterraneau 
lakes. But the theorists anree that the 
proximate cause of volcanic eruption is the 
contact of water with molten rock.

The harbor of Hongkong presents at 
night a scene that for beauty of a peculiar 
kind is probably not surpassed all the world 
over. The mountain upon the base of which 
the city is built circles round the bay like 
a huge amphitheater, and the streets, ris­ 
ing one above the other, from the water’d 
edge to far up the hillside, are illuminated 
by myriads of Chinese lanterns that hang 
over every door, and almost over every win­ 
dow. Tneae sucsessive tiers of lights are 
again reflected in the shimmering waters 
below, across which flit incessantly the tiny 
lanterns of the numerous “ sanpans” that 
ply {among the shipping. Bat Hongkong 
harbor presents a very different aspect when 
a typhoon is raging. At the present sea­ 
son (July) these terrific whirlwinds—some 
of them five hundred miles in diameter— 
coptinually traverse the China sea ; and in 
IS74- the center of one passed over Hong­ 
kong itself. On that occasion the waters 
of the little bay, only a mile or two across, 
were lashed into such fury that great steam­ 
ers were torn from their moorings and 
hut led against the quays. The sanuans, 
which may be termed the gondolas of Chi­ 
nese waters, were all wrecked, and moat of 
the families who lived upon them were 
drowned. \Y hen a Ranpan is chartered the 
fare ia rowed to his destination by three 
generations. Tne grandmother pull" the 
bow oar, the son or daughter-in-law the 
stroke, and the youngest born baby, who 
probably has never been out of the boat, 
holds the tiller. 
The memory of the typhoon of 1874 
j 
still vivid in Hongkong, and the floating 
population live in continual terror of being 
caught by such another. A day or two be­ 
fore I left the island the outside edge of 
one passed over u p , and I witnessed the 
panic wbich prevailed during its progress. 
The day bad been sultry in the extreme. 
Even the sparrows seemed exhausted, aud 
when at midnight a sudden gu9t of hot 
¿.wind was followed by a steady rush of air 
in the atmosphere above, an alarm was 
quickly raised in the harbor. sShouta of 
terror that could be heard all over the city 
arose from the crowds of anchored sanpans 
and cargo boats, and ashore the people 
hastily arose and made fast their clanging 
Bhutfcers. The steamships got up steam, 
and the sailing vessels sent down their up­ 
per spars. In short, there was uproar all 
over Hongkong. At first there was but 
little wind below, but high up in the 
clouds the air could be beard to surge 
along in an ominous and continuous moan. 
By morning it was blowing a strong gale, 
which every minute increased in force. 
Tne steamers were leaving their anchorage 
to seek better shelter over near the main­ 
land, and the wrecks of numerous sanpans, 
with floating bales of goods, strewed the 
waters. The helpless misery of the fami­ 
lies suddenly forced to leave their homes 
and take refuge on shore was pitiable to 
witness, but, fortunately, the veer of the 
wind, as the cyclone marched aloDg, showed 
by noon that the worst had passed. Every, 
body in Hongkong has thoroughly mas­ 
tered the laws of circular storms. It was 
known that the dreaded center had gone 
by, and the panic abated as suddenly as it 
had arieen. — [Correspondence London 
Standard.

T h e L a te s t T h e o r y o f Ska sic k n e ss. 
Perhaps the moat acceptable theory to-day 
ia the one which places the origin of the 
trouble in the inner ear. The ear consists 
of three parts—the outer of these runs in 
as far as the drum ; the middle part is in­ 
side of the drum, and contains the chain of 
ear bones, while the inner ear ia a com­ 
plicated affair, containing the essential or­ 
gan of hearing. As far as we are con­ 
cerned, the inner ear ia a membranous bag 
filled with fluid, and situated in aolid bone. 
From the back part of this bag run out 
three semi-circular tubes, communicating 
at both their ends with the bag or vestí! 
bule. Fbese run in three different planes, 
and are lined with hair-like nerve filaments, 
which are much more abundant and more 
sensitive at the anterior part of the tabes. 
The tubes are filled with liquid, in which 
float little calcareous particles, the otoliths. 
These tubes are known aa the semi-c*rcular 
canals. It was difficult to see what con­ 
nection with the sense of hearing these 
canals could possibly have, and some time 
ago it was noticed that injuries to these 
impaired the sense of hearing in no way, 
but caused more curious effects in the loss 
of equilibrium.—[R. \V. Lovett, in Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly.

N o m ovem ent perhaps at the present tim e 
is attracting eo much attention in educational 
and religions circles as th a t of the C hautau­ 
qua L iterary and Scientific Circle. 
I t would 
seem, indeed, so rapid has been its growth 
dm ing the five years since its inception, that 
it has come to be accepted as one of the 
popular educational agencies. 
The aim of 
the Circle is to prom ote habits of reading and 
study in nature, art, science, and secular and 
sacred literature, in connection w ith the 
usual and necessary routine of daily life— 
especially among those whose educational ad­ 
vantages have been less extended—so as to 
secure to them the college student’s general 
outlook upon the world and life, and to de­ 
velop the habit of close, connected and per­ 
sistent thinking.

I t proposes to encourage individual study 
in special directions by text-books, local 
circles for m utual help and encouragem ent in 
such studies, by sum m er courses of lectures, 
and students' and readers’ sessions held an­ 
nually at C hautanqua for the E astern m em ­ 
ber*. aud a t M onterey for the Pacific branch. 
W ritten reports and exam inations are the 
raeanB through which successful graduates 
receive their diploma*. Funr years completes 
the regular course of reading and study, which 
m ay be accomplished by forty m inutes read­ 
ing each day. 
Additional courses are also 
prepaied, and testim onial Reals appended to 
the diploma, according to the m erit of exam ­ 
inations on these snpplem ental courses. The 
studies are so arranged th a t each year’s course 
is considered the “ firat year” for new pupils, 
which a t the same tim e m ay bo the sec ond, 
th ird or fourth year w ith those who have had 
longer connection w ith the Circle. 
In this 
way all read together. 
The annual exam ina­ 
tions are held at the homes of the members, 
and in writing. 
M em oranda are forw aided 
to them, and by their w ritten replies the com­ 
m ittee judge w hether or not they have read 
the required books. 
I t is intended th a t new 
members shall begin the course the 1 st of 
October, but members are perm itted to join 
at any tim e previous to Jan u ary 1st. 
This popnlar “ people’s college ” was or­ 
ganized a t Chautauqua, N Y ., A ugust 10, 
1878 by Rev. Dr. J . H . V incent, and 700 
members took up the work at once, while the 
m em bership increased to 
8 ,0 0 0 before the 
opeuing of the new year. 
N ine thousand 
names were enrolled during 1879,000 of whom 
were dwellers on the Pacific slope. The G en­ 
eral Circle now num bers nearly 50,000 m em ­ 
bers, gathered from all portions of the globe, 
and last sum m er there were 1,400 graduates. 
800 of whom were present at C hautauqua and 
took p art in the com m encem ent exercises. 
The graduates represented th irty S tates and 
Territories, thirteen denom inations, and as 
m any different occupations. 
Pacific B ranch was organized on Ju n e 30. 
1879. 
Its President is Rev. C. C. S tratton, 
and Secretary, M rs. M . H . Field, of San 
Jose. 
A t the M onterey Assembly, last July, 
more than forty m em bers were graduated, 
receiving their diplomas from Rev. D r. S tra t­ 
ton, who rem arked when giving them th at 
the diplom as do not confer degrees, b u t some­ 
thing better than a degree, for they represent 
mal ore study, habits of fixed thought and 
life-long intellectual growth.

HEALTH BOTES, 
Pastear’a great discoveries, says the San­ 
itarian, in cultivating the germs of disease 
until the latter growths become mild, and 
then planting them in the system by inoc­ 
ulation, are abundantly proved. The prac­ 
tical results on animals Bhow, for instance, 
that out of 80,000 vaccinated sheep ex­ 
posed to a disease called “ charbon” in 
France, only 518 died, whereas for the ten 
preceding years the average was nearly 
9,000. 
Mre. H. M. Lewis, of The Weekly 
Farmer, has written pleasantly and sug­ 
gestively of a discouraged young woman, 
who, having worse than wasted her sub­ 
stance on doctors and druggists, at last 
had the good fortune to meet a true friend 
of sense, who plainly told her she had 
fooled away time and money enough in 
the demoralizing atmosphere of medicine, 
shut out from the fullness and life of God's 
sunshine and pure air. So floriculture was 
prescribed as a certain and pleasant 
panacea. “ Try cultivating the petunia in 
the highest style of art. Search the 
catalogues and get the best seeds and 
plants. After that, prepare the soil ; let 
it be rich leaf mold and guano. Stir and 
work it all yourself, and before the 
summer yon will be as well a3 any of us.” 
In sheer desperation, and with feeble 
faith, she acted on this hint, advanced by 
easy stages, and is now healthy and happy, 
and, naturally enough, enthusiastic about 
the chosen p.ant which was the agent of 
her rescue. A friend who started in the 
nursery business with one acre of land, 
and now has 400 acres devoted to all man­ 
ner of ornamental plants, Baid in a recent 
note to us : “ If women, and men, too, 
would spend more time in the open air, 
with a little light labor, there would be 
fewer doctor bills to pay. I should not 
have been here to-day had I led an indoor 
life. Of this I am assured."—[Weekly 
Tribune. 
Why oysters should be eaten raw is ex­ 
plained by Dr. William Roberts in his lec­ 
ture on "Digestion.” He says that the 
genera! practice of eating the oyster raw is 
evidence that the popular judgment upon 
matters of diet is usually trustworthy. 
The fawn-colored mass, which is the deli­ 
cious portion of the iish, is its liver, and is 
siinpiy a mass of glycogen. Associated 
with the glycogen, but witnheld from ac­ 
tual contact with it during life, is its ap­ 
propriate digestive ferment—the hepatic 
diastase. Tne mere crushing of the oyster 
between the teeth brings these two bodies 
together, and the glycogen is at once di­ 
gested without any other help than the 
diastase. The raw, or merely warmed 
oyster is self-digested. Rut the advantage 
of this provision is wholly lost by cooking, 
for the heat immediately destroys the asso­ 
ciated ferment, and a cooked oyster has to 
be digested like any other food, by the 
eater s own digestive powers. ‘ ‘ My dear 
sir, do you want to ruin your digestion ?” 
asked Professor Houghton, of Trinity Col­ 
lege, one day of a friend who had ordered 
brandy and water with his oysters one day 
in a Dublin restaurant. Then he sent for 
a class of brandy and a glass of Guinness’ 
XX, and put an oyster in each. In a short 
time there lay in the bottom of the glass 
of brandy a tough, leathery substance, re­ 
sembling the finger of a kid glove, while in 
the porter thege was hardly a trace of the 
oyster to be found.—[The Caterer. 


FINDING POSITION AT SEA. 


BISMARCK AS A TOPEE, 


The mariner determines hÍB latitude by 
observing the meridian altitude of a ce­ 
lestial star whose declination or distance 
from the equator is known. 
In the 
northern hemisphere for an approximate 
answer the pole star is generally taken, 
the altitude of which is nearly the lati­ 
tude of the place. If an observer were 
standing upon the equator and looking 
to the north he would see the pole Btar 
on tne horizon, with no altitude. If he 
should move three degrees north the pole 
star would have an altitude correspond­ 
ing. At Chicago it íb above the horizon 
about 41 degrees 50 minutes, correspond­ 
ing to the latitude of this city. Owing 
to the apparaut revolution of the pole 
star about a central axis, which is the 
true pole of the heavens, the accurate 
latitude can only be obtained by observ­ 
ing ite least and greatest altitude and 
taking one-half their sum. The longitude 
of any place computed from Greenwich, 
Washington, or other prime meridian, is 
easily determined by observing the 
Greenwich or Washington time when 
the sun passes the zenith meridian. In 
other words, knowing the difference in 
time between Greenwich and the place of 
observation, the longitude of the place 
nay be readily computed. A difference of 
time amounting to one hour represents 15 
degrees of longitude east or west, as the 
case may be. The difference in time be­ 
tween Chicago and Washington is forty- 
three minutes, which makes the longitude 
of Chicago 10 degrees 45 miuuteB, reckon­ 
ing from the legal prime meridian of the 
United StateB, which is that of Waehing- 
toe. Every ship carries a marine chronome­ 
ter, which is a time-keeper of the most 
careful construction, whose accuracy has 
been tested with the utmost precision— 
which is plainly a matter of the utmost 
importance to a vessel when it is remem­ 
bered that an error of four seconds of time 
represents about one and one-tenth statute 
miles, enough to wreck a ship on a lee 
shore when the captain, following the 
chronomoter, supposed himself at a safe 
distance from the shoal or shore. 
Ar.nc.TED His W ife.—A great sensa­ 
tion was caused in St. John, New Bruns­ 
wick, a few days since, by a ca3e of wife- 
abduction. About three years ago Miss 
Lena Robinson, a handsome young lady, 
whose father occupies a prominent position 
in connection with the Government Sav. 
ings Bank in that city, was secretly mar­ 
ried at Amherst, N. Y., to De Blavier 
Carritte, a son of Dr. Carritte, of that 
place, contrary to the wishes of his pa­ 
rents, who had a more eligible partner in 
view. The couple separated immediately 
after the ceremony, the lady returning to 
her parents and Carritte going to Now 
York. When the secret leaked out there 
vas great indignation in the Robinson 
household, and it was determined that a 
divorce should be procured. For this pur­ 
pose, it is said, the young lady resided in 
one of the Eastern States for some time, 
but Carritte was determinedly opposed to 
any such proceeding, and the lady was 
brought home. Carritte returned to St. 
John this year and established himself in 
business. He was not allowed to approach 
his wife. About 10 o’clock on Saturday 
night, accompanied by friends, he followed 
Mr. Robinson and his daughter toward 
their home, and when iu a dark street as 
saulted Robinson and seized the young 
lady, and putting her in a coach on band 
for the purpose, drove off. This morning 
Carritte and his wife were found in a city 
hotel, where they had arrived about 2 r. 
m., after a drive around some country 
roads. < arritte was arrested on a warrant 
lor assault, information having been laid 
against him by Mr. Robinson. The young 
husband acted on legal advice, and it is be­ 
lieved the young lady was privy to the ab­ 
duction. The parties move in the best 
social circles.

It was daring the stay of Joseph Scheffel 
at Heidelberg that most of the drinking 
songs, popular in all the German universi­ 
ties, were born. These he afterward united 
into a volume under the title of “ Gaudea- 
mus ’’—borrowed from a German student’s 
Latin song, which is really a parody upon 
a church hymn of the XVI. century : 
Gaudeantas ¡gitor, jovenes dam sumas, 
Post jucandam juventutem, 
Post molestam seoectutem, 
Noa habebit humus, dob habebit humus. 
This invocation of funereal ideas in order 
to excite to pleasure these drinking-songs 
which have a false air of " De I’rofundis,” 
seem characteristic of a people not natu­ 
rally mirthful, and requiring a stimulus 
keen as a lash to force them into merri­ 
ment. Apropos of these Bacchic songs and 
of that drunkenness which enters so largely 
into German student-life, M. Bourdeau 
tells some highly amusing anecdotes in the 
Rerue des Deux Mondes : 
The Chancellor of the Empire, who must 
certainly be regarded as the most perfect 
typo of a great German, relates that it was 
formerly a necessary part of diplomatic 
education to train oneself to be able to 
drink generons wioes without being af­ 
fected, so as to pump one’s adversaries, to 
worm secrets out of them. He himself, as 
a worthy descendant of the Bismarcks, a 
race of mighty hunters and drinkers, never 
found his superior in the art of tippling— 
especially during his young days. The fol­ 
lowing are his own words : 
“ One day I went to Brandenburg on a 
visit to the Cuirassiers, who had just been 
presented with a new cup. 
I was to be 
the first to drink out of it, and thus 
christen it. Its capacity was almost equal 
to that of a full bottle. 
I made my lit­ 
tle speech, and never laid do-n the cup 
until I had emptied it—which surprised 
everybody—for members of the diplomatic 
profession are generally thought little of 
m such feats. 
But it was only a souvenir 
of my training while a student of Got­ 
tingen. I remember on another occasion, 
when at a hunting party given by Freder­ 
ick William IV., they were trying to see 
who could empty a goblet of the time of 
Frederick William I 
It was constructed 
in such a way that you could not bring 
your lips near the edge of the cup—which 
held about three fourths of a bottle—and 
nevertheless in drinking from it not a drop 
must be spilled. I seized it and emptied 
it at one draught, although it was iced 
champagne, and there was not one drop 
visible upon my white jacket. Tne assem­ 
bly opened their eyes ; as for me I simply 
exclaimed : 
“ Bring another !”—but the 
King cried out : “ No ! no !—that's quite 
enough !”—[Le Figaro. 


W e ig h t o f G rea t M e n .— A curious 
letter is just brought to light by the Ban­ 
gor Whig, in which is recorded the weight 
of certain revolutionary officers who were 
together at West Point 100 years ago. The 
letter was written by Joseph May to Gen. 
Cobb, of revolutionary fame. The letter 
itself gives a pleasing picture of the clos­ 
ing days of the “ fathers ” whose great 
work was done, and who lived to see that 
the country for whose independence they 
fought was worthy of the strife. The fol­ 
lowing is the letter : 
Bostox, August 11, 1820. 
Hon. David Cobb, Gouldsboro—Mv Dear Gen­ 
eral : Your letter at 28th March, written when con­ 
fined to vour house by iodisposilioo, made me for a 
moment feel unhappy —’twas pail.tul—but I have 
too much respect for you to indulge weak tears, 
when 1 Bee you passing the allotted limit of human 
life; and tbo’ you find some “ labor and sorrow," 
aod tbo' “ the docks and the herds afford less 
pleasure than formerly" - yet you rejoice at the 
vernal sun—you are cheered bv the voice of friend­ 
ship, and, when lo t txcrciaed by actual pain, 
vour book affords high employment and en­ 
joyment, 
which 
the 
stranger 
intermeddles 
not with. We are marching to a better country, 
my dear General, where, after a well-spent life, we 
may hope again to associate with the wiso and good 
whom we have known here—where or how it is to 
be I am not anxious to know, certain of this, it will 
be the fittest and best that infinite wisdom and in­ 
finite goodness can provide. 
Our friend Hayes lately visited us. He spoke of 
you repeatedly as of a man whom he loved and re­ 
spected. Looking together over some papers in 
General Jackson's pocket-book, we found a curious 
piper, of which I give you a copy : 
Weighed at the Beales at West Point, August 19, 
1783: Gen. Washington, 209 pounds; Gen. Lincoln, 
224pounds; Gen. Knox, 280 jvounds ; Gen. Hunt­ 
ington, 132 pounds; Geu Greaton, 1€6 pounds; 
Col. Swift, 219 
pounds; Col. M. Jackson, 
252 pounds; Col 
11. Jackson, 280 pounds; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Huntington, 232 pounds; Lieu- 
tcnant-Colonel Cobh, 18G pounds; Lieutenant-Col­ 
onel Humphries. 221 pounds. I send you a couple 
of pamphlets which may ainuse you. Your’s af­ 
fectionately, deal General. (Signed.]

Presence of M ind.—The power of cool­ 
ly collecting one’s thonghts in the moment 
of danger so as to be able quickly to decide 
what is the best thing to be done, is a 
very rare faculty ; but it was exercised 
in a most remarkable manner the other 
day by the railway signalman at Llan­ 
dudno Junction. 
He receive a message 
from the signalman at Conway to the 
effect that an engine was traveling along 
the line. As the Irish mail was nearly due 
hedetermined to shunt this engine, and with 
that view put his signals against it. To his 
surprise the engine came thundering on and 
utterly disregarded his signals. The truth 
suddeuly flashed upon him—the men on 
that engine must have fallen asleep. In a 
moment he wired to the next station : 
“ Engine coming ; driver asleep ; put fog- 
signals on line." Tae detonators were laid 
on the rails just in time ; the sleepers were 
awakened, 
their engine was quickly 
stopped and the terrible risk to the Irish 
mail obviated. How many terrible mis­ 
takes in the world’s history might have 
been avoided if those in responsible posi­ 
tions had possessed the forethought and 
decision owned by this humble signalman.

CEDARS OP LEBANON. 


In point of interese m ere are b ut few 
trees possessing more than the cedar of 
Lebanon (Cedrti« JAbanum). 
This cele­ 
brated tree is a native of the coldest parts 
of the mountains of Libanas, AmanuB and 
Taurus ; but it is not now to be found in 
great numbers in any of theBe localities. 
“ The Lebanon,” says the A rabian poets, 
“ bears w inter on hiB head, spring on his 
shoulders and autum n in bis bosom, while 
summer sleeps at his f e e t a n d in con­ 
firmation of the tru th of the sentim ent a 
few venerable cedars yet rem ain ; they 
form a beautiful grove on the line of route 
from Baalbec to the coast. 
They are large 
and massy, rearing their heads to an enor­ 
mous hight, and spreading their branches 
afar ; but they have a Btrangely wild as­ 
pect, travelers say, as if w restling with 
some invisible person bent on their destruc­ 
tion while life is still strong in them ; but 
they are gradually disappearing. 
In 1575 
there were found tw enty four standing in 
a circle; in 1630 Perm anil counted tw enty- 
two ; there are now seven standing near 
each other, and a few more alm ost in a line 
with them — 
** Standing in their strength erect. 
Defying the battled storm." 
The tim ber of this tree is of the most en­ 
during character, it is so bitter th at no 
insect will touch it, and it seems to be 
proof against time itself. 
W e are told th at 
the tim ber in the Temple of Apollo at 
Utica was found undecayed after the lapse 
of two thousand years ; and th at a team 
in the oratory of Diana, at Siguutum in 
^pain, was carried from /a n te two centuries 
before the Trojan war. 
Some of the moat 
celebrated erections of antiquity were con­ 
structed t-f this tree. 
“ Solomon raised a 
levy of th irty thousand men out of all 
Israel ; and he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month, by courses ; and he had 
three score aud ten thousand th at bore 
burthens, and four score 
thousand of 
hewers in the mountains. 
And he covered 
the tem ple w ith beams aud boards of cedar. 
And the cedar of the house w ithin was 
carved w ith kuopa aud flowers. 
All was 
cedar; there was no stone seen.” 
Thus 
w rites the sacred historian, who mentions 
th at the same monarch had a palace of 
cedar in the forest of Lebanon. 
Ancient 
w riters notioe th at the ships of SesostriB, 
the Egyptian conquerer, one of them two 
hundred aud eighty cubits long, were 
formed of this tim ber, as was also the 
gigantic statue of Diana in the temple at 
Ephesus. 
In addition to the durability of its tim ­ 
ber, the cedar is, in its appearance, the 
rnoBt majestic of trees ; and when it Btands 
alone in a situation w orthy of it, it is 
hardly possible to conceive a finer vegeta­ 
ble ornament. 
There is a firmness in the 
bark and a stability in the trunk, in the 
mode in which th at lays hold of the ground, 
and in the form of the branches and their 
insertion into the trunk, not found in any 
other of the order, or scarcely in any other 
tree. 
The foliage, too, is superior to th at 
of any other of the tribe, each branch be­ 
ing perfect in its form ; the points of the 
leaves spread upwards into beautiful little 
tufts, and the whole npper surface of the 
branch, which droops in a graceful curve 
toward the extrem ity, having the sem­ 
blance of velvet. 
The oolor is also fine ; it

one of the cypress. 
The prophet Ezekiel gives a beautiful 
description of this cedar; 
"B ehold the 
Assyrian 
was a cedar in Lebanon, w ith 
fair branches, and of a high stature ; and 
his top was among thick boughs. 
His 
boughs were m ultiplied and his branches 
became long. 
The fir trees were cot like 
his boughs, nor the chestnut trees like his 
branches ; nor any tree in the garden of 
Clod like unto him in beauty." 
W hether the eedars of 
Lebanon were 
exhausted by 
the 
four-score thousand 
axes of 
the King of Israel, or whether 
they have 
decayed in 
consequence 
of 
some variation of climate, it is impossible 
to s a y ; but modern travelers represent 
th at very few now exist, though some 
are of immense bulk, about tbirty-six feet 
in circumference and quite undecayed.—

The moon is dead. 
It has not life 
enongh leit to ocze forth the tiniest mud 
volcano or spurt out the feeblest geyser. 
No throb ever reaches its surface, and Dot 
the faintest rum ble is ever echoed from its 
jagged m ountain sides. 
No earthquake 
wave can ever sweep its island shores, for 
earthquakes there are things of the almost 
infinite past, and the last drop of water 
quitted the surface of our planet a-ons ago. 
Its very atmoephere has deserted it, aDd if, 
indeed, there was a “ man in the moon,” 
he could never hear the sound of his own 
voice. 
B ut if by some means this m ythi­ 
cal man could have witnessed the “ Ischia 
d isa ster” 
and the “ Java catastrophe,” 
how he would have longed th at any Buch 
manifestations of 
life were possible on 
his 
lifeless 
planet. 
T hat bccarrences 
like 
these 
referred 
te 
are 
calamities 
everyone 
m ust 
admit, 
and some may 
he apt to m aintain th at man’s arrival in 
his earthly home has been premature, and 
th at "P ro v id en ce” would have acted more 
wisely and humanely had he postponed 
man’s advent on the scene until the “ in­ 
ternal fires ” had exhausted themselveB. 
B ut when th a t happens, geologists tell 
us, we may look upon it as the beginning 
of the end. 
Not even the 600s heat of the 
sun, which beats upon every part of the 
moon for a fortnight at a time, is able to 
rouse w ithin its bosom the faintest sign of 
life. 
There is evidence enough to show 
th at at one period its volcanic activity 
m ust have been of the most stupendous 
kind, far exceeding anything ever w it­ 
nessed on its mother earth. 
B ut th at has 
gone w ith its water and its atmosphere, 
and taken with it all possibility of life. 
We are told th at our existing volcanoes, 
and geysers, and mud-holes are but the 
dying remains of w hat at the time must 
have been a volcanio activity almost uni­ 
versal. 
Instead of spasmodic eruptions at 
a few isolated spots, we had a constant 
outpour of volcanic m atter from 
wide 
fissures extending acroBS the earth’s sur­ 
face for many miles. 
T hat the earth has not yet, however, 
entirely lost its vigor is evident from the 
Java outburst, which is the most stupen­ 
dous phenomenon of the kind on record. 
So long as the old earth is equal to efforts 
of this kind we need not mind its latter 
end. 
W hen the blood leaves the cold ex­ 
tremities, and the heart has not vigor 
enough to send it to the surface, the end is 
not far o ff; and wheD volcanic and earth­ 
quake mauifestations cease from off the 
face of the earth, the end may be w ithin 
almost measurable distance. 
M uch of its 
ocean water will have been absorbed by the 
underlying rocks, and the atmosphere may 
be rarer and less life-giving than it is n o w ; 
by-and-by, w ith the last ray of internal 
heat, the last drop of w ater and last par­ 
ticle of air, all life will have vanished, aDd 
a dead earth will shine upon a dead moon. 
So long, then, as the m other of ns all has 
any vigor left, we m ust expect her to man­ 
ifest it occasionally as she has done re­ 
cently at Ischia and Java ; so that, lam ent­ 
able aud regretable as has been the loss of 
life at these places, the catastrophes are 
not entirely w ithout their bright side. 
Only when the earth is as dead as the 
moon will such catastrophes become im ­ 
possible. 
Geologiets and seismologists know pretty 
well the lines along which these manifesta­ 
tions of the earth's vigor are likely to oc­ 
cur; lines of weakness they call them, but 
in view of the above considerations we 
m ight call them , rather, lines of vigor. 
Perhaps when they know still more they 
may be able to tell their fellows what 
places to avoid in planting their settle­ 
ments and building their houses. 
B ut it 
is doubtful if Buch telling would be of 
much avail. 
A fter tbe moBt destructive 
outbursts of Etna and Vesuvius, the deci­ 
m ated inhabitants have crept back to their 
old locations, rebnilt their huts, aud planted 
their vines heedless of the terrible lesson. 
A lready has building begun even in sh a t­ 
tered Ischia, and if the proper kind of 
wooden house be used poBsibly the next 
shaking the island gets may lead to fewer 
calamities. 
W e have said th at the Java outburst is 
the most stupendous on record. 
An island 
has been shattered and sank and sixteen 
others have raised their heads above the 
surrounding waters. 
Some hundred thou­ 
sand people have been sacrificed to their 
m other’s anger, bnried beneath volcanic 
debris, or swept off the faoe of the land 
by the volcanic wave. 
The floor of the 
ocean over a wide area to the southeast of 
Sum atra has been raised into a plain above 
the waters, and the effects of the general 
upheaval have been felt as far as the Amer­ 
ican coast of the Pacific. 
There can be little doubt th at the wave 
which was felt along the coast of N orth 
America was propagated across the Pacific 
from the Java outbreak.—[London Times.

A t the Central Church Sunday evening 
Protap Chunder Mozoomdar, a Hindoo, 
and an expounder of the Hindoo religion, 
Bpoke to a fair sized audience.

Moham- 
medism and Buddhism originated there. 
The prim itive Hindoos worshiped the sub­ 
lim ity of God's presence in the sun, moon 
and stars and the ocean. 
Language is fee­ 
ble and cannot express our reverence of 
the Supreme Being, and we call on the 
ocean and the m ountains to aid us. 
The 
Hindoo religion was founded for the pur­ 
pose of driving out idolatry and kindling 
the fires of national worship on desolate 
altar9. 
N ature worship, which was only 
the worship of an nnnamable m ystery, in 
time formed itself into a worship of the ote 
spirit controlling all things, a worship by 
the soul of the soul all-pervading. 
In time 
we came to doubt the infallibility of the 
holy books and our religion was in a state 
of chaos. 
Our constant contact w ith the 
civilization of the W estern countries which 
came pouring into our country, and from 
the fact th at the government and mission­ 
aries were of Christian nations and were 
constantly brought in contact w ith us, led 
us to study gravely the question, “ W hat 
do you think of Jesus?” We did not think 
of him after your well-cut lines of occi­ 
dental thought. 
In ludia the idea of the 
souship has always been strictly recognized 
and we regarded the son as the farther de­ 
velopment of tbe father. 
Therefore we 
took Christ as God’s revelation in hum&n- 
ity, and he became personally dear to us all 
and entered into our spirit.

Men and women, as in 
China, all carry fans. 
Indeed, I have seen 
coolies, whose walking oostume was lim ­ 
ited to a fan and the woven substitute for 
a fig leaf which so often suffioes for cloth­ 
ing in the East. 
In new English settle­ 
ments, after the pnblic-house which has 
attracted attention to the locality, the first 
buildings erected are generally a church 
and a prison. 
Frenchmen always begin

John Anderson, a prominent citizen of Sui- 
sun, left his home on October 1st, saying that 
he wouli retnrn in a few days. 
Nothing has

he has been foully dealt with. 
Agnostino Sisto, alias “ the Doctor,” a 
Mexican, was shot in the back Monday even­ 
ing about 6 o’clock on South G street, Vir- 
finia, Nev., by a fellow countryman named 
lenry Peere, alias “ Muchach.” The shoot­ 
ing was the reBult of a qnarrel over some 
wood. The wound is not considered fatal, 
A cyclone passed over Geo. Parley's farm, 
eighteen miles north of Stockton, about two 
hours before the beginning ef the thunder­ 
storm on Saturday last. 
The whirlwind was 
about eighty feet in diameter, and stripped 
the trees in Parley’s orchard, besides carrying 
a barn two miles and dashing it against an 
oak tree.

(Nev.) A ftsn n g er that there are hundreds of 
cattle on the Humboldt that are perfectly 
blind. 
So far no cause can be assigned for 
the disease. 
A scum formB over the ball of 
the eye, entirely depriving the animal of 
sight. 
A few have but one eye attacked. 
The blindness lasts about twenty days, and, 
naturally, the animal not being able to travel 
in Bearch of food, loses considerable flesh. 
The railroad authorities were notified in 
Los Angeles, Monday, that a gang of tramps 
had taken p jssession of a freight car at Lan­ 
caster, near the head of the Tehacbapi grade. 
The car is loaded with wines and liquors, and 
the report says the tramps are all drunk on 
champagne that they took frpm the car. 
A 
special train has been dispatched with two 
Deputy Sheriffs and a force of railroad bands 
to recapture the car. 
The body of Michael McKay was found 
on the roadside near Seymore, Colusa coun­ 
ty, Friday night, and he died Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
He bad been run over by a wagon. 
There is evid jnce tending to show that Mc­ 
Kay was knocked from the wagon, as there 
were bruises on his head. 
The case will be 
investigated. 
McKay was well known as a 
ranch foreman in Colusa county. 
Last spring a soldier named Pearl killed a 
companion at Fort Stantor, '.New Mexico. 
He was placed in jail at Lincoln, but was 
taken therefrom the same night and lynched, 
as was supposed, by a party of Boldiers from 
the fort, but the iynchers were never identi­ 
fied. 
However, last week a Sergeant turned 
informer, and confessed that twelve of his 
comrades, in company with himself, com­ 
mitted the deed. 
The strange part of the 
case is that the twelve men have all de­ 
serted, and the Sergeant will have to stand 
trial for bis crime. 
One of the richest strikes known to the 
mining history of California was made at the 
Neville, or Mammoth mine, about three 
miles south of Jackson, Amador connty, last 
Saturday. 
A pocket of quartz, of almost 
unparalleled richness, was found less than 100 
feet from the surface, in which was contained 
from §75,000 to §100,000, and being about 
two tons in quantity. 
Much of this might 
be justly termed htrge chunks of gold instead 
of gold-bearing quartz. 
Some of these im­ 
mense pieces of almost solid gold were about 
as heavy as a man could easily lift from the 
ground. 
The largest piece was of an oval 
shape, 16x22 inches, and 6 or 7 inches thick. 
The gold is almost black, and of the same 
character as the former rich strikee found iu 
the same mine, and which have heretofore 
attracted the attention and interest of the 
mining men of all parts of the United States, 
We have no doubt, says the Amador Dis­ 
patch, but that this is tbe richest tiud of gold 
of this kind ever known in the United States 
at one single time, and will undoubtedly 
attract much attention from the mining men 
of the world.
